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BETWEEN LIFE AND DEATH 


THE PRESIDENT ATTACKED. BY 
STILL ANOTHER RIGOR. — 

WIS CONDITION DURING SUNDAY GIVES RISE 
TO HOPES WHICH ARE DASHED AT NIGHT 
--THE PATIENT VERY WEAK—LAST 
EVENING’S CHILL QUITE SEVERE—ANX- 
IETY GRADUALLY ON THE INCREASE. 

Lone Brancu, Sept. 18.—The doctors say 
that in their opinion the President is neither 
better nor worse than he was last night, but 
though this is a sufficiently gloomy statement 
in itself, it is probably a more hopeful one than 
the facts warrant. The lull in the unfavorable 

symptoms mentioned in yesterday’s dispatches 
was maintained throughout the night and dur- 
ing the entire day until after the evening 
dressing, but, as stated, it was the result of 
heroic measures applied without cessation, and 
even these have failed to-night. The President 
slept the greater part of the night without 
disturbance. His pulse varied from 102 to 112, 
but his temperature kept persistently below 
the normal range. This feature alarmed the 
surgeons, who saw in it the indication of the 
toming on of another rigor, and for six hours 
this morning they worked persistently on him, 
sponging his knee-caps and elbows and other 
portions of his body with hot alcohol, besides 
which he was kept cortinually swathed in 
warmed flannels. Their efforts were reward- 
Bd at 9o’clock by a slight febrile rise, which 
was at its height two hours Iator. 
The temperature had then risen one and 
a half degrees above normal, while the pulse 
was 116 and the respiration 20. Upto this time, 
so great was their fear of a chill that they had 
not deemed it wise to disturb him long enough 
to administer the enema of detibrinated beef- 
blood upon whose recuperating effects they 
placed such great reliance, All the nutrition he 
bad taken previously was what was contained 
{na milk punch and a portion of beef extract 
given naturally. At 11 0’clock, two ounces of 
the blood were administered, and thereafter 
turing the afternoon the usual quantity of soft 
food and stimulants was given him without 
disturbances. 

As soon as the febrile rise manifested itself 
the surgeons were so overjoyed that they 
came out of the cottage and talked freely with 
whoever chose to question them, and their as- 
surances were of such a nature as to astonish 
everybody. The good news spread quickly, 
end the most extravagant reports were current, 
Dr. Hamilton was quoted as saying that the 
President was better than at any time since he 
was shot, and Dr, Agnew was made authority 
for the statement that his patient had struck 
bedrock and taken a fresh start on the road 
to recovery, Neither gentlemen said any- 
thing of the kind, but their talk 
was of a very cheerful nature, and their looks 
and manner showed that they entertained 
strong hopes. Dr. Bliss was positively gleeful, 
and even Dr. Boynton brightened up and said 
that if matters should continue for a week as 
they were he would feel greatly encouraged. 
There was no return of the hallucinations, and 
juring the afternoon the President seemed 
cheerful and bright. The cough showed no 
perceptible change either in the direc- 
tion of improvement or otherwise, and 
there was no evidence of renewed re- 
pair in any of the local lesions. Still, 
the indications were quite satisfactory 
and continued so till the evening dressing, 
when it was noticed that the pulse was less 
strong and full than it had been. This caused 
the surgeons much anxiety, and the applica- 
tions of warmed flannel were ordered to be 
renewed. Care was taken, however, to omit 
this fact from the bulletin, which was accepted 
as highly satisfactory by the public. Dr. 
Hamilton was not present at the examination, 
having taken the afternoon train home, 

At 6:30 P. M. Drs. Agnew and Bliss crossed 
ever to the Elberon, and passed into the din- 
ing-room with thefr wives. Fifteen minutes 
later Private Secretary Brown and Mr. War- 
ren xoung walked hurriedly across the lawn 
and into the dining-room, and a moment 
afterward Dr. Bliss emerged and hastened to 
the cottage. The President had just had an- 
other rigor. His wife and Gen. Swaim were 
with him at the time. They variously estimate 
its duration at from 10 to 15 minutes, 
and say that it was not so bad a 
one as he had _ yesterday, but was 
still well defined. At its height Miss Mollie 
Garfield and Miss Lulu Rockwell walked by 
the window on the balcony outside, and, un- 
conscious of what was passing within, they 
waved their hands to the President, who rec- 

prnized them. The Doctors say that had it not 
been for the warmed flaunels and the hot alco- 
holic baths the rigor in the President’s ex- 
tremely weakened condition would have been 
BR very severe one, and that he will not be able 
to stand many of these. They expect that they 
will have to contend against the vrobability 
of two renewals of the trouble during each 24 
hours while his blood continues in its present 
depraved state, and the problem. with them 
now is to stave them off while at the same 
time they endeavor to rebuild his system. Dr. 
Bliss, in speaking to ex-Sheriff Daggett late to- 
night, summed up the situation by saying: 
**He hasachance and weare going to make 
the most of it. You ean becertain of one 
thing—no patient of mine will ever be buried 
until after he is dead.”’ 

During the rigor to-night the President’s 
pulse rose to 136 and his respiration to 22°. 
Two hours later the pulso had fallen to 120. It 
afterward fluctuated between 125 and 116, The 
rigor was followed by a febrile rise, which did 
not subside until nearly 11 o’clock. 

Attorney-General MacVeagh summoned the 
members of the Cabinet now here to the 
Elberon Hotel to-night for consultation with 
the Doctors. Postmaster-General James, Sec- 
retary Hunt, Secretary Windom, and Secre- 
tary Kirkwood responded. The latter arrived 
here this afternoon. They were informed that 
at no period has the President’s case been so 
serious as now, and that if the surgeons can- 

not control the rigors his death will be a ques- 
tion of a very short time. Secretary Blaine 
has telegraphed that he will come at once. 

At midnight the febrile rise was reported to 
have subsided. An enema of three ounces of 
defibrinated beef was then administered, and 
the cottages were soon afterward closed for 
the night. The greatest depression prevails.

FROM THE SICK MAN’S BEDSIDE. 
GEN. SWAIM MAKES ENCOURAGING STATE- 
MENTS REGARDING THE PRESIDENT’S 
SYMPTOMS. 
Loxe Brancu, Sept. 18.—Gen. Swaim, 
* eyhen he entered the ccttage of Private Secre- 
tary Brown at 1 o'clock this afternoon, looked 
more hopeful than he has at any time for the 
past 24 hours. He watched with the President 
last night, im company with Col. Rockwell, 








nnd passed the greater part of the morning at 
his bedside. en TBE TIMEs’s correspondent 
asked him his opinion of the case ke said: 


‘6 The President is a great deal batter to-day. 
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and we think that he has almost rallied from 
the effects of the chill. He slept nearly all the 
time last night, and his sleep was undisturbed 
by dreams. The cough did not bother him at 
all cept the night, which we consider a very 
good sign. 

“ Has not this beautiful day had a beneficial 
effect on him ?’ asked the correspondent. 

‘* Bright and cheerful weather such as this 
is good for a well man, and it is of course 
always good for an invalid. He passed the 
best night that he has had for weeks, and tv- 
day I consider him better than on any Sunday 
for the last four weeks. He has had a slight 
febrile rise this morning, but his temperature 
ry below 100°, and we think it better for him 
to have these rises than to keep along on the 
dead level.’’ 

** How does he look upon the situation him- 
self ?”’ 

* ‘Fle is cheerful—well, I can’t say that. 

That is too strong a word. He is calm, and 

thoroughly conscious of his condition. He 

makes no complaint. He seems to understand 

the situation as thoroughly as his friends do, 

without, apparently, sharing in their anxiety.”

DR. BLISS’S DAILY TALK. 
DETAILS OF THE PRESIDENT’S TREATMENT 
AND CONDITION—NEITHER BETTER NOR 
WORSE, IN THE DOCTOR’S OPINION. 
' Lone Branca, Sept.18.—It became known 
during the day that the surgeons were striving 
by every means which could be used to pre- 
vent another rigor or chill. As the hours 
passed on their success gave hope to those who 
anxiously read the brief bulletins displayed in 
the hotels. It was reported that the surgeons 
and others in attendance had been greatly 
encouraged by the President’s condition. The 
official bulletin issued at 6 P. M. contained the 
announcement that there had been no recur 
rence of chill, and this led those who were 
closely watching the case outside of the Presi- 
dent’s chamber to hope that the rigors would not 
be renewed. The correspondents afterward 
gathered at Elberon for the purpose of getting 
the record of the evening. Dr. Bliss left the 
Francklyn cottage and went todinner. While 
he was eating, the dreaded series of chills was 
renewed, and he was quietly called to the 
chamber of the President. Later in the eve- 
ning the announcement that there had been 
another chill was generally made, and the 
hope which had revived in the afternoon once 
more disappeared. At 9 o’clock, Dr. Bliss re- 
plied to many questions in substantially the 
following manner: 
After saying it was true that there had been 
another rigor since the preparation and publi- 


cation of the evening bulletin, he continued: 
‘“*IT was at dinner at the time and did not see 
the chill, for when I reached the cottage it had 
subsided, Iam told that it continued for 10 
minutes, and some think that it lasted for 15, 
it was long enough, certainly.” 

‘*Was it a severe chill?’ . 

“It was quite a chill, and there was some 
shivering, solamtold, There was no vomit- 
ing, 1 helieve.”’ 

** How has he been since ?”’ 

“The customary reaction and fever fol- 
lowed. His pulse nowis120. It was higher 
at one time.” 

‘Were there any local causes for this chill 7” 

**T cannot see that there were any. There 
may have been some, but they were not mani- 
fest. Huis feebleness and the depraved condi- 
tion of his fluids, with the wound, are sufti- 
cient causes to produce chills. There is no 
evidence of repair, but for the last 24 hours he 
has seemed to hold his own. We hoped that 
he had improved a little, but we could 
see no absolute evidence of repair. It 
is true that his temperature, pulse, and 
respiration had seemed to show improvement, 
but you notice that we said in the evening 
bulletin that he was quite weak. When I went 
to dinner, after the evening dressing, I re- 
marked that we were anxious about the 
events of the next two hours. I was then 
burdened with that anxiety. We watched for 
a chill this morning, but there were no indica- 
tions of one. The rise in temperature early in 
the day was a gradual one,” 

**Tt has been said, Doctor, that that rise in 
temperature was caused by the treatment, or 
by what was termed artificial means?’ 

“That is not true. Tho facts are these: 
At the morning dressing the temperature had 
been low for many hours, and the indications 
were, in the opinion of ail the surgeons, that 
there might soon be another chill if this low 
temperature should continue. Therefore [ 
directed the application of dry cloths to his 
surface and the frequent change of them. 
This treatment was continued untill returned, 
and then there was a slight rise. The same 
treatment was repeated to-night, and yet he 
had a chill atterward.”’ 

‘* Had anything occurred to agitate or ex- 
cite him just before the chill came on ?”’ 

“‘T think not. He was very cheerful and 
bright this afternoon.” 

‘*Had he recently been given fodd or stimu- 
lants ?” 

**He had some punch before the dressing. 
There was nothing inthe dressing or feeding 
to excite him.”’ 

“Has the defibrinated blood had a good 
effect ?”’ : 

** We cannot tell yet how much effect it has 
had. There has been hardly time yet to get 
much advantage from it. We may look for 
some advantage soon. We waited until 11 
o’clock before giving it this morning, and then 
we gave two and a half ounces. We intend to 
give three more ounces to-night.’’ 

‘*Do you fear that there will be another chill 
very soon ?? 

**Oh, no; that wouldn’t be probable. It 
will be two hours yet before he will be entirely 
free from fever.” 

**Is the chill like an ague chill?”’ 

*“Itis not of the same kind. The patient 
feels cold and shaky; he is in a tremulous con- 
dition; his countenance becomes pinched and 
his pulse goes up. I examined him this even- 
ing when I arrived to see if his extremities 
were cold. Idid notfind themso. We were 
applying hot cloths then,”’ 

“* Havethere been any new indications re- 
lating to the affected lung?” 

** Apparently nothing new to-day. The fleld 
of duliness is of about the same area and there 
has been little or no change in the amount ex- 
pectorated. Itis reported by some who have 
attended him that the amount has decreased. 
His cough came on during the chill, but he was 
not coughing when I went in. He coughed 
once afterward while ! was bathing him. The 
matter raised and thrown off was about two- 
thirds or three-quarters muco-purulent, and 
the remainder was ordinary mucus.” 

** Has there been any change in the wound ?” 

* The amount discharged has slightiy in- 
creased, I think. We do not wash out the 
wound at night. It was noticed this morning 
that it did not take so much water to fill the 
wound asitdid when we last measured the 
quantity, three or four weeks ago. At that 
time the quantity was two and _ one-haif 
ounces, but to-dav it was about one ounce. 
This is probably owing to a general contrac- 
tion of the wound. The secreting walls of it 
are not so elastic as they were. I don’t think 
there is any healthy granulation of any ac- 
count in the wound now. There has been no 
repair going on in the wound for three or four 
days. don’t think any contraction which 
has taken place within five or six days repre- 
sents heuling.”’ 

** Are there any indications that pus is con- 
fined or retained in the wound?’ 

**There is no evidence that such is the case. 
It is the belief of all the surgeons that the ball 
is encysted and isolated from the open line of 
the wound. Onethingthat indicates that such 
is the ease is absence of irritation at the place 
where the bail is lodged, and another is our in- 
ability to pass the tube in as far as heretofore.” 

‘* What is the cond ition of the stomach ?” 

‘‘ The stomach has acted well to-day. About 
the same amount of food has been taken as 
was taken yesterday, and about the same 
amount of stimulant.” 

‘*TIs it probable that he will have another 
ebill 7” 

** Chills are liable to occur as long as there is 
no repair going on, and I can see no repair 
now. I maysay here thatif there is pus at 
allin the lungs it is notina largecavity. If 
there is any pus there it isa small quantity 
here and there, soto speak. If, there is an ab- 
scess or large pus cavity in the lungs, its dis- 
charge would be directed into the bronchial 
tubes. It is possible, however, that a cavity 
should form there and not be discharged in 


that wav. If it continued long enoughit would. 





discharge in some direction and there would 
be the least resistance toward the bronchial 
tubes,” 

** Are the bed-sores in the same condition ?”’ 

“They are about in the same condition, 
fee 4 are not extending and are not repair- 

ng. 

**Has there been any aberration of mind 
since the preparation of the bulletin ” 

“No, there has been none since the chill, and 
I was told that there was none during the chill. 
This may show that the brain is now better 
supplied with nourishment, but no broad con- 
clusions could be drawn from asingle favor- 
able symptom like that.”’ 

‘* Has there been any return of the sweating 
during his sleep ?”’ 

“There has been none. There was a very 
short period of sweating after the chill, but 
there has been no sweating during sleep re- 
cently, unless it came immediately after a 
marked febrile rise.” 

“Do you think that the President is any 
better or any worse than he was yesterday ?” 

‘*1 don’t think that he is any better, and I 
cannot see that he is any worse.”’

THE RIGOR OF SATURDAY. 

THE ALARM IT CAUSED—MANY SERIOUS 
DANGERS STILL IN THE WAY OF RE- 
COVERY. 

Lone Branca, Sept. 18.—It is a very 
difficult thing to gain much information in 
regard to the rigor which attacked the Presi- 
dent yesterday, and which for atime created 
so much alarm, not only among the people of 
the country, the majority of whom seem to 
have looked upon it asthe certain sign of ap- 
proachiug dissolution, but among the surgeons 
and other attendants of the President as well. 
That the fearon the part of the people was 
not without good cause is evidentfrom the 


fact that Dr. Hamilton, who left Elberon yes- 
terday immediately after signing the morning 
bulletin, and went to New-York, returned 
here unexpectedly on the 6 o’clock train from 
the City, and hurried to the President’s cot- 
tage. He was not telegraphed for, and it is 
known here that he became alarmed on read- 
ing the report of the rigor in New-York, and 
took the first train for Long Branch. 1t was 
dark when he arrived, and his presence 
was unknown to all but those immediately 
surrounding the President until his name ap- 
peared on the bulletin again this morning. 
As to the cause of the rigor the surgeons, ac- 
cording to Gen. Swaim, are all agreed that it 
was caused by the poison in the blood, and not 
by any local disturbance or new complication. 
There was nothing in his expectoration or gen- 
eral appeapance to give any premonition of 
the chill, and had it been due to local causes 
some sign would have been given in advance. 
The fact that it was totally unexpected, it is 
argued, makes it clear that the chill was owing 
entirely to the depraved condition of the sys- 
tem, which had been still further depressed 
by the low barometer which had prevailed 
here for three days previous to the 
attack. Dark and gloomy weatuer has a de- 
pressing effect upona healthy man, and it is 
naturally still more depressing on a man in 
the President’s condition, who has laid upon 
his back for 1] weeks. The weather affected 
the President both physically and meprtally, 
and his attendants have noticed throughout 
his long illness that any depression of his 
mind was sure to be accompanied or followed 
by bad symptoms. His cheerful temper end 
clear, bright mind have from the first been 
essential factors in the struggle which he hus 
made for life. With these impaired, it was 
pretty certain that some kind of a relapse 
would follow, and in this instance it took the 
form of asevere rigor. The surgeons are all 
agreed that there is nothing in his condition to 
indicate the formation of a new abscess, either 
on the lung or anywhere else. 

The bebavior of the President after the 
rigor had passed showed that it had not had 
the effect of impairing his mind in the least 
cerree, whatever may prove to be its ultimate 
effects on his physical system. The moment 
the disturbance was over he went to sleep and 
slept as naturally as he has done at any time 
since he was shot. Gen. Swaim and Col. 
Rockwell watched by his side, and Dr. Bliss 
and Dr, Agnew were in almost constant at- 
tendance for over six hours. He was covered 
with heated flannel cloths to keep up 
an artificial temperature. After quite along 
season of sleep he awoke, apparently re- 
freshed, and with his mind clear and bright. 
Turning to Col. Rockwell he said, smiling: 
** T suppose those folks in New-York have had 
another scare.’’?’ The calm manner in which he 
thus referred to an attack which struck terror 
to every one proves at least that he had not 
lost nis self-possession, and that he was 
uot very much frightened. He was weaker 
after the chill than before it, and to-day, al- 
though he has taken all the nourishment pre- 
scribed for him, he has gained so little strength 
that it is scarcely appreciable. During the 
night the warm fiannels were constantly ap- 
plied to his extremities as a precautionary 
measure against the recurrence of the rigor, 
and he slept a great part of the time, ap- 
parently in a natural manner. This morning 
Gen. Swaim noticed that a healthy pink color 
was appearing in the place of the ghastly 
white in the palms of his hands and at several 
points on his face, and this, if it cannot be 
interpreted as evidence of returning vitality, 
is certainly not capable of being looked upon 
as a bad sign. 

Mrs. Garfield, yesterday afternoon, while 
her husband lay, as many thought, at the 
point of death, maintained her well-earned 
reputation for womanly courage. Nothing 
has been concealed from her during the long 
weeks of her sore trial, and she knew the na- 
ture of the President’s symptoms and the dan- 
ger to be apprehended from them, but she 
went about her work in the kitchen, preparing 
the nourishment prescribed for him, to all out- 
ward appearances as calm as though she was 
ministering to his natural wants in the White 
House. 

hhow many more such attacks of rigor the 
President can endure in his present enfeebled 
condition the boldest dares not say, but it is 
certain that even his strong will-power cannot 
overcome the physical effects of many more 
such shocks as these. The words of Dr. Bliss 
last night, ‘‘I shall feel encouraged if he does 
not have another chill,” are very suggestive, 
especially when it is remembered that the Doc- 
tor always looks upon the bright side of his 
distinguished patient’s case and is not disposed 
to be alarmed at trifles. The President isina 
very critical situation and a hundred crises are 
possible, either one of which will prove ex- 
tremely dangerous and may prove fatal. It 
is not believed, even by Dr, Boynton, the least 
hopeful of his attendants, that the President 
will, in any event, die suddenly, but the hope- 
ful faces seen at the Francklyn cottage to-day 
are, unfortunately, liable to be clouded at any 
moment by some new symptom of danger.

GEN. GRANT MAKING INQUIRIES, 

HIS ANXIETY GREATLY RELIEVED BY THE 
PRESIDENT’S FAVORABLE CONDITION YES- 
TERDAY FORENOON. 

Lone Brancg, Sept. 18.—Gen. Grant, ac- 
companied by hisson, Frederick, passed through 
the Elberon Hotel at about noon to-day, and 
crossed the lawn separating the hotel from the 
Francklyn cottage. He looked sad and 
thoughtful as he passed, and the people assem- 
bled on the verandas gazed after him to note 
the reception which would be accorded him, 
Postmaster-General James and lady and Sec- 
retaries Windom and Hunt and ladies had 
reached the cottage only a few minutes before, 
and stood on the rear piazza talking of the 
good news which had come from the sick 
chamber, their faces radiant with a new-born 
hope, They greeted the General, the ladies by 
Offering their hands and the gentlemen by 
raising their hats. A short consultation fol- 
lowed, and then Miss Mollie Garfield and Mrs, 
Rockwell emerged from the cottage and 
greeted the General. both were smiling, 
and both looked as though a heavy 
weight had been removed from their minds, 
An animated but quiet conversation followed, 
lasting about 10 minutes, at the end of which 
Gen. Grant returned to the Hiberon and passed 
over to his cottage. As he stepped upon the 
veranda he was surrounded by a group of ladies 
and gentlemen, all eager to hear the news 
which he brought. The gloomy look which 
had characterized him when he started for the 
Francklyn cottage had given place to au ex- 
pression which, if it did not imply absolute re- 
jief from fear, at least indicated a wel!-ground- 
ed hove that all present danger had passed. To 
a TIMES correspondent who asked him what he 
had learned at the cottage, Gen. Grant said: 

‘*What they tell me to-day is of a much 
more reassuring character than I dared to 
hope for last night.’’ 

‘Did they say anything in regard to the 
rigor of yesterday?’ asked the reporter. 

‘Yes; they said that there had been no re- 
curvence of the chill, and that there was noth- 
ing to indicate that afresh attack was immi- 
nent at this time. The President is doing 
much better to-day than the events of yester- 
day could have given us any reason to hope.” 

“Has he suffered any ill effects from the 
rigor of yesterday ?”’ 

*“No; they assure me that he has not, and 
they also say that he is now quite comforta- 
ble—more comfortable, in fact, than he has 
been on any previous Sunday for some weeks. 
He is as cheerful and patient as any manin 
his condition could be expected to be, and 
much more so than most men, suffering as he 
has suffered, would be liable to be.” 

** General, what, in your opinion, is the ac- 
tual condition of the President at this time ?” 

‘*T can express no opinion, except to tell you 
what they have just said to me at the cottage. 
What they assured me was that the President 
bas taken an ‘upward turn.’ The expression 
‘en upward turn’ is the exact language which 
they used to mein describing his condition.” 

Gen. Grant passed on to his own cottage, 
and the little coterie which had gathered 
around him gained additional reiief from his 
words to that which the morning bulletin had 
inspired,

CONKLING’S DESPERATE SsTRUG- 
GLE IN THE UTICA DISTRICT. 
HIS DESIRE TO BE A DELEGATE TO THE STATB 
CONVENTION LIKELY TO BE TREWARTED 
—ALL SORTS OF DEVICES EMPLOYED TO 
SECURE VOTES—THE ADMINISTRATION 

MEN AHEAD IN THE RACE, 

Utica, Sept. 18.—The contest for the con- 
trolof the delegates to the State Convention 
from the First Oneida District has been as 
stubborn and ugly in all its features as any 
ever known in this county. What the result 
will be has not yet been determined, nor will 
it be until Tuesday next, when Bridgewater, 
the last remaining town in the First Assembly 
District, will elect her delegates to the district 
convention. In the meanwhile the situation is 
such as to indicate that there will be a stormy 
time at the district convention, and that 





contesting delegations will be sent to 
the New-York State Convention, Ex- 
Senator Conkling is determined to be 


a delegate to the State Convention from 
the First Oneida District, and to have a son of 
his colleague, James Armstrong, of New- 
Hartford—who was the last Assemblyman 
from this district, and who distinguished him- 
self by voting for the re-election of Conkling 
and Platt to the Senatorial seats they re- 
signed until the last Stalwart had succumbed 
to the pressure of popular opinion—also sent, 
Mr. Conkling has engineered the canvass for 
the control of the caucuses in person, and his 
anxicty to be a member of the convention is 
indicated by an activity and unscrupulousness 
on the part of his local lieutenants witho ut 
parallel in the politics of this county, where 
many extraordinary things have been seen 
since Mr. Conkling took them in hand. 

The city of Utica sends 10 delegates from 10 
of her wards to the First District Convention, 
and the three outlying towns send nine dele- 
gates. At the Utica caucuses, held on Thurs- 
day, Mr. Conkling’s friends carried five of the 
ten wards, the Administration Revublicans 
carried four, and one ward is contested. The 
town of Paris elected three Administration 
delegates Saturday afternoon. The town of 
Briegewater is conceded to be an Administra- 
tion town, and in the town of New-Hartford 
the caucus was held last night, and was one 
of the most extraordinary performances to 
which that staid village has ever been a party. 
The Conkling men controlled the District Com- 
mittee, the Chairman of which nominated a 
Chairman of the caucus and declared him 
elected without a vote. The Administration 
men insisted that the question should be sub- 
mitted to a vote, and uominated a Chairman 

f their own, for whom they claim that more 
than two-thirds of the Republicans present 
voted. The consequence was that two conven- 
tions proceeded in the same room at the same 
time. The Conkling men declared their ticket 


elected by acclamation, and adjourned 
immediately. The Administration men re- 
mained and balloted for delegates, keeping 


a poll list of ali the Republicans voting. ‘This 
poll list shows 138 Republicans in their favor, 
while 50 men are all that are conceded to have 
voted with the other side. The New-Hartford 
vote in the district convention will, therefore, 
be contested. In order to make up a conven- 
tion from which he can elicit credentials 
which have any pretense of regularity, there- 
fore, it will be necessary for Mr. Conkling 
either to carry the Bridgewater caucus or cre- 
ate a contest there, and even in the latter event 
he must contest one of the seats conceded to 
have been carried by the Administration Re- 
publicans in Utica in order to force the elec- 
tion of his delegation through the district con- 
vention. 

Remembering the character of the conven- 
tion which was held to eiect delegates to the 
Utica State Convention which elected the 
Chicago celegates, the people of Utica antici- 
pate another scene on Thursday next when 
this convention is called somewhat similar to 
that one. The anti-Conkling wing claimed to 
have carried ‘the convention of 1880 by 1 
majority, and one of their delegates was said 
to have been bribed by the tender of 
three canal offices for his friends to 
vote for Mr. Conkling. There were con- 
tested seats then as now, and the result 
was two conventions. Mr. Conkling entered 
the Utica convention with his seat contested, 
and he can hardly enter the New-York con- 
vention without a similar experience. As the 
case now stands, the probabilities indicate that 
aclear majority of 1 among the uncontested 
delegates will be against his eleetion. Just 
what device he and his friends will resort toto 
overcome this majority or to create a pretext 
for contesting the resuit is now the theme of 
various speculations in the First District of 
Oneida,

A LISTLESS CAMPAIGN IN OHIO, 
MR. TILDEN CREDITED WITH A SHREWD DE- 
VICE—REPUBLICAN MEETINGS POSTPONED. 

CotumBts, Sept. 18.—No sooner had the 
two members of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee returned from their visit to Mr. Tilden 
yesterday than the Republican Committee re- 
ceived aletter from the Democratic Commit- 
tee expressing unusual sympathy for Presi- 
dent Garfield and a desire to postpone the 
work of the campaign until the crisis in the 
President’s case has passed. It is generally 
admitted here that this is one of the shrewdest 


moves thus far developed during the campaign, 
and Mr. Tilden’s handiwork is at once vis- 
ible to far-seeing politicians. While Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike deeply sym- 
pathize with the President and pray 
tor his recovery, the Democratic Committee 
hope to work on the sympathy of the people 
by a show of exceedingly great sorrow. The 
true reason for the writing of the letter, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that the Democratic Com- 
mittee have not thus far been able to induce 
any well known and able Democratic orators 
to take the stump for their candidate for Gov- 
ernor, Mr. Bookwalter, and the present critical 
condition of the President was used as an argu- 
ment to keep the Republicans from prosecuting 
the campaign already opened, thus allowing 
the Tilden-Bookwalter agents to continue their 
still hunt without opposition. This is the view 
taken by the members of the Republican State 
Committee. 

CINCINNATI, Sept, 18.—The political cam- 
paign in Ohioand particularly in this city 
and county is spiritless to a degree rarely 
known in Buckeye politics. The very low 
condition of President Garfield has contributed 
largely to this condition of things, The dates 
for holding the county conventions have been 
difficult to fix and some of the conventions 
have been interrupted by the gravity of the 
President’s case. This work having been all 
finally accomplished,"it was decided that the 
Republican campaign should bo opened last 
night with Senator Sherman at Manstield, and 
Gon. Foster, State Senator Ricbards and, 
Congessmen Butterworth and McKinley at 
Wilmington and Cedarville. The arrange- 
ments were all made, and at Mansfield par- 
ticularly there was a great turnout, fully 10,- 
000 people having gathered from the surround- 
ing country and towns. But Senator Sher- 
man, who had been watching the bulletins 
from Elberon closely all day, desired to be ex- 
cused from speaking under such _ circum- 
stances, and the meeting was indefinitelv post- 

oned, ‘The same course was followed both at 
Wilmington and Cedarville. The campaign 
would have been short had it been opened 
according to arrangement last evening, and 
now it will be still further shortened by sev- 
eral days at least, and the probability of its 
becoming at any time animated is proportion- 
ately decreased. 

Here in Cincinnati the political listlessness, 
which results from the President’s condition, 
has been increased by indifferent work on the 
part of the county conventions of both par- 
ties. The Republicans have put up an ill- 
chosen judicial ticket. The Democrats did 
better in their nominations for Judges, but 
their Legislative ticket commands no respect, 
There are no local issues, and it becomes any- 
body’s fight so far as county nominations are 
concerned. The candidates are active, but it 
is feared they are not working in perfect uni- 
son. There is a disposition to trade end 
scratch, and a mixed ticket is almost certain 
ta be elected. This proceeding refers. how- 


ever, to the nominees for the county offices 

only. The Republican State ticket will, with- 

out a doubt, receive a handsome majority.

A farmer named Niles, a respected citi- 
zen and now a resident of this city, owed Single- 
ton $3,000. Singleton visited Niles to collect the 
money, and the two men visited Sheridan, in the 
same county, together during the visit of Singleton 
to Niles’s house. From that oF Singleton has not 
been seen. The men were old friends, having 
crossed the Plains together. Niles’s statement 
that Singleton went to Arizona was accepted and 
believed by the community. Soon after the disap- 
pearance of Singleton Niles filled up an abandoned 
we'l near hishouse. Latter!y some property belong- 
ing to Singleton has been seen in Niles’s possession, 
especiaily a gold watch which is known to 
have belonged to the missing man. The 
few neighbors who remembered the circumstances 
of the disappearance and the filling of the well 
connected the two circumstances together. Niles 
had sold the farm, and the new proprietor con- 
sented that the well should be opened to its old 
depth. This was done last Thursday and Friday, 
and the body of Singleton was found at the Lot- 
tom. The high respectability-of Niles, the popu- 
larity of Singleton, and the prominent relations 
sustained by both to the community invests the 
case With most exciting interest. A dispatch from 
Wheatland announces that Niles was arrested near 
there to-day. Niles refused to make a statement, 
and was taken to Lincoln.” 

Another dispatch from Wheatland says: ‘* Niles 


was taken to Lincoln. On the way he ac- 
knowledged to the Deputy Sheriff that he 
put Sirgleton’s body in the well, where 


it wasfound. He said he and Singleton were on a 
wagon and had a quarrel, when both fell off, and 
he (Niles) was stunned, and Singleton had 
an arm broken and was injured otherwite so 
that he died in Niles’s field. Niles said, not 
knowing what to do, he threw the body in 
the well. He gave no reason why he con- 
cealed the affair. An examination of 
Singleton’s body showed that neither 
arm was broken and that the skull was crushed as 
with a blunt instrument. 


PLyMourtH, N. H., Sept. 18.—Myron Pressey,- 
of this place, while returning in a buggy from 
Compton, at 3 o’clock this morning, was attacked 
at Palmer Hill, near Compton, by highwaymen, 
who fired several shots at him. Some of the balls 
went through the dashboard of the buggy, but 
none struck their intended victim.

It distributes double 
the mail matter of any land route in the 
State. It connects important business cities and 
supplies a large population of industrious and in- 
telligent people. By reducing the running time 1) 
hours from May to January of each year, which 
would coverthe low water season, the citizens 
supplied by this route would receive their mails 1t 
to 20 hours sooner than they otherwise wouid, by 
reason of closer connections with railroads at 
Monroe and Shreveport. I, therefore, propose to 
carry the mails in 29 hours each wav, at the usual 
pro rata increase of pay allowed by the depart- 
ment in similar cases, for the eight months em: 
braced between May andJanuary. J. B. PRICE. 


It will be observed that Mr. Price forgot 
that his schedule was 36 hours, instead of 4¢ 
hours. The proposed reduction was, there 
fore, only 7 hours instead of 11 hours. This 
little oversight served to make his argument 
more powerful. The. proposal given adow 
was indorsed by Senator Kellogg and Con 
gressmen Robertson and Elam, of Louisiana 
Mr. Price seems to have started at once foi 
Washington, for on July 12, 1879, he submitted 
the following sworn statement:

These were the papers upon which the com 
tractor sought “expedition.” There are ne 
petitions from the people—only the contrac 
tors own representation of the case, and the 
hasty and perfunctory indorsements of mem 
bers of Congress, who did not know tbat they 
were indorsing an important error or mis 
statement as to the existing schedule time, and 
who vrobably supposed that the executive 
officers would carefully examine the case and 
do what was right. These papers were the 
ostensible cause which led to the following 
order:

TAYLOR'S STRANGE STATEMENT. 
Route No, 31,168. 

Star routes extend from Austin, Texas, 
like spokes from the’hub of a wheel, One of 
theso ran from Austin in a north-westerly 
direction to Fort Concho, a distance of 247 
miles, Fort Concho was a station on the 
“big route,” from Fort Worth to Yuma, the 
history of which has been given. The books 
thow the following figures:

Price failed to state the amount of his bond, 
and therefore the contract was awarded to 
Taylor. His term began July 1, 1878. Seven 
months afterward the following order was 
made: 


Jncrease and Eapedition—From Feb. 1, 1879, re- 
fuce running time to 48 hours and add $8,696 98 to 
pay: also, increase number of trips to seven and

On Jan. 4 Taylor had written to the depart- 
raent offering to reduce the time and add one 
trip for this sum—$11,703—aaod his offer was 
accepted, although it was shown that the rey- 
enne of the offices on the line was only $1,887, 
which was asmail sum to set beside $28,600 
annual pay, of which nearly one-half had been 
paid to secure five miles an hour instead of 
four. Fort Concho, the western terminus, al- 
ready had daily service by the ‘‘big route” 
from Fort Worth to Yuma, and there could 
have been no imperative necessity for serving 
the sparsely settled country between Austin 
and Fort Concho not only on each week-day, 
but alsoon Sunday. But a Congressman asked 
for the changes, and upon the papers may be 
seen the following memorandum made by 
Brady: 

‘Senator Maxey and Mr. Culberson personally 
urge that this be-done.” 

Taylor swore that before these changes were 
made he was using 47 animals and 21 men, at 
an annual cost of $19,000, (although he had 
taken the route ona bid of only $16,897,) and 
that the shortened time would require 78 ani- 
mais, 25 men, and 10 more wagons, at an an- 
nualexpense of $32,000 per annum, while the 
seventh trip would add 10 per cent. to the ex- 
pense, And yet he was willing to make these 
changes for the total pay of $28,600, while his 
annual expenses would be $35,000. This was 
peculiar, for the passenger business could not 
have been heavy. Taylor is dead, and hissure- 
ties have been carrying the route, He seems 
to ave been one of the successors of Sawyer, 
a noted contractor, who flourished in Texas 
and the South-west some years ago, and was 
potent in the contract bureau.

SAN ANTONIO TO LAREDO. 
Route No. 81,150. 

From San Antonio, Texas, a line ran 
down to Laredo, on the Mexican boundry. In 
previous articles ‘the Texas temporary con- 
tracts and nearly all the costly increased and 
‘‘ expedited” routes in that contractors’ para- 
dise hava been described. The holders of this 
contract were almost as lucky as the most for- 
tunate of their companions. The advertise- 
ment and its result may be exhibited as fol- 
lows:

The contract was awarded to Bain for four 
years, beginning July 1, 1878. He had hardly 
taken hold of the route when the following 
order was issued: 

Service Increased—From July 15, 1878, increase

This was not enough. On Sept, 80, 1878, a 
petition was received from Laredo asking for 
6 trips per week, and ‘‘ expedition” to 48 hours. 
Most of the names on the petition are appar- 
ently those of Mexicans, and many of the sign- 
ers could not write, but signed their “ marks,” 
The petition was indorsed by the late Repre- 
sentative Schleicher, who wrote: ‘‘ I should 
feel very much gratified if the petition should 
be granted.’’ There was also a petition from 
San Antonio, abounding in Mexican names. 


On Oct, 17 Mr. Schleicher wrote to the depart- 


ment asking for immediate action. At about 
same time there was submitted the 
following statemont by F. C. Taylor, Bain’s 
partner. Taylor had been associated with 
Sawyer. who at one time controlled all the 
rostly Texas routes, and had succeeded him in 
2» part of his business,

The desired order was issued very soon after- 
rraril as follows: 


increase and Expedition—From Nov. 1, 1878, re- 
duce runping time from 0 to48 hours and add 
$5,052 560. From same date increase number ef 
trips to 6 per week and add $6,200. 


In this way the annual pay was raised from 
32,765 to $12,400, Of this sum $4,100 per year 
was paid for reducing the running time from 
three to only three and three-fourths miles per 
hour. Taylor was more reasonable in his 
sworn statement than Price was on the Mon- 
roeand Shreveport line. Taylor asserted that 
on 179 miles, three trips per week, three and 
three-fourths miles per hour, he required 24 
horscs and 12 men. Allowing that increase of 
the number of trips would increase stock and 
carriers pro rata, although it by no means 
does this, the numbers required for seven trips 
would be 56 horses and 28 men. The distance 
was 179 miles, and yet Price swore that on 
puly 125 miles for similar service he required 
96 horses and 24 men, and upon this statement 
his pay was raised from $9,380 to $22,367 for 
Increasing speed from three and one-half to 
pniy four and one-third miles per hour. In 
the following April the route from San An- 
tonio to Laredo was sublet to Perry Ellis at 
£9,200, so that the contractor’s profit was 
63,200, In 1880 there were 65 miles cut off 
frem thesouthern end, and another line was 
piade the through line to Laredo.

advertizement-for a State or Territory many

of the newly established routes wero given to 
favorites or ‘insiders’ at most exorbitant 
prices. These prices were paid until the routes 
were let under regularcompetition, in response 
to advertisement, Texas became a rich field 
for those who dealt in ‘‘temporary service.” 
A complete table of such service in Texas has 
There were 55 
temporary contracts. The total annual pay 
upon these was $178,469. The same routes 
were afterward let, under competition, for 
only $65,950. Of these 55 routes 23 had been 
given, on temporary contracts, to Armstrong, 
Adams, Brown, and Duxbury, and of the 
total pay, which amounted to $178,469, the 
sum of $121,920 was absorbed by these routes, 
which were afterward let, under competition, 
for only $40,705. For these costly routes the 
pay per mile for one trip per week was $23 49, 
while the pay upon the remainder of the tem- 
porary contracts was only $8 12. In the In- 
dian Territory were 6 temporary contracts, 
held by Brown, Adams, Miner, and Vaile. 





The temporary pay was $20,140 per annum, 
and they were afterward let, under competi- 
tion, for only $7,331. The temporary service 
of the country, as it was at the beginning of 
the present Administration, is a subject which 
deserves careful investigation. 

MONTANA TEMPORARY SERVICE. 

The prices paia for such service in all the 
Territories especially demand attention. Let 
us look at the list for Montana. In that Ter- 
ritory there were 16 temporary cohtracts. In 
the table which appears below are given the 
numbers of the routes, the terms of service, 
the names of the temporary contractors, 
their annual pay, the names of the contractors 
who secured the routes afterward by compe- 
tition, and their annual pay. In one or tw 
cases, where the advertised route was longer 
or shorter than the temporary route, or where 
the service was increased in the advertise- 
ment, a pro rata allowance has been made, in 
order to preserve the fairness of the com- 
parison:

Some of these routes invite comment. Route 
No. 36,156, from Fort Custer to White Sulphur 
Springs, was established upon the recommenda- 
tion of Delegate Maginnis, of Montana, and 
was the line upon which a Jonely circular in a 
lonely mail-bag traveled back and forth until, 
as an Inspector reported, it threatened to 
wear out the leather. Its history was pub- 
lished in fue Tres of May 80, Three routes 
—No. 36,157, Boulder Valley to Gallatin; No. 
36,159, Butte City to Gallatin, and No. 36,142, 
Helena to Butte City—were given to Robert A. 
Crawford, the aggregate annual pay being 
$17,520. These were afterward let for $6,094. 
It is a curious fact that two of these were 
turned over on sub-contracts at the full price 
to L. M. Black, sald to be of this city. Route 
No, 86,1389, Fort Custer to Etchetah, was put 
on when the contractors on the long route 
from Rock Creek to Etchetah failed, and bo- 
fore this long route passed into the hands of

Horn, were assigned until next Winter, and 
therefore had not been advertised. Route No. 
86,158, Red Rock to Mammoth, was a peculiar- 
ly bad case which deserves to be considered by 
itself at another time. If we regard some of 
the persons whose names appear in the list as 
simply agents for others whose names are 
there, it is plain that the Montana temporary 
service wasin the hands of a few powerful 
contractors, It was given to favorites, and the 
pay was about three times the pay which the 
routes were really worth. The figures speak 
for themselves. 
WYOMING TEMPORARY SERVICE, 

In Wyoming there were only seven tempo- 
rary contracts, and all except one were in the 
hands of persons whose names have become 
very familiar in the course of this inquiry. It 
is also true that, after competition, these

Route No. 37,102 was the line from Chey- 
enne to Deadwood, the history of which has 
been published, (THe Tres, June 6.) Tho 
Salisburys had beon carrying the mails ona 
part of the route for more than $46,000 per an- 
num. The whole was advertised and O. J. 
Salisbury bid only $17,500. There was danger 
that the Parkers would get it for $13,000, and 
it was readvertised. This gave achance for 
temporary service, at $67,891, and afterward 
the Salisburys regained possession, with the 
pay only $16,800. Route No, 37,110—Rock 
Creek to Fort Fetterman—was a forerunner of 
the great Rock Creek and Etchetah line, and 
was given to ex-Gov. John M. Thayer, of Rock 
Creek. The pay was probably not too high 
for tri-weekly service, 8) miles, in a new and 
rough country. Route No, 37,124—Fort Fet- 
terman to Caspar—was a branch of the great 
Rock Creek and Etchetah line, It was given 





the main line, The pay was high and the 
money was practically thrown away. The 
annual temporary pay on the seven lines was 
$80,681, and for the succeeding year the same 
persons, or their agents and friends, took tho 
same work for $24,426, having been forced to 
this by competition. 
OREGON TEMPORARY SERVICE. 

In Oregon there were 12 temporary con- 
tracts, but nearly all of them were in the 
hands of persons who were, apparently, local 


bidders. The condition of the temporary ser- 
vice in that State was, therefore, exceptional. 
The favorites who received such enormous 
prices elsewhere had not chosen to work in 
Oregon, and the routes which were let tempo- 
rarily for $7,685 were let, after competition, 
for $7,108. The average per mile for tempo- 
rary service was only one-half of the average 
in Wyoming and Montana. Following is the

Browz seems to have been very successful 
in subletting his routes. In a few cases tho 
sub-contracts are on file. Jor example, route 
No, 33,356, Grinnell to Cimarron, he sublet for 
only $2,775, while the Government was pay- 
ing him $6,075. This was a profitable trans- 


action, His pay on route No. 33,372, Stafford 
to Macksville, was $650, but ke found some 
one to do the work for $136. From Uberlin 
to Lenora, No. 83,376, his pay was $568, and- 
the sub-contractor received $336. On route 
No. 38.364. Collyer to St. Sophia, he received

$600, and the contractor, after competition, 
whose pay was $263, sublet it for $208. On 
route No. 33,367, Mason to Garden City, his 
pay was $600, and the contractor who fol- 
lowed him, getting $243, sublet for only $175. 
Brown received on route No. 33,369, George- 
town to Melville, $750, and sublet for $375. 
He received on route No. 33,361, Grinnell to 
Atwood, $3,489, but Magoffin, a contractor 
who has many routes, took the same service, 
even on a faster schedule, for only $917. The 
sub-contracts show that itis absurd to main- 
tain that it costs three times as much to run 
the first year on such routes as it does the 
second year. In most cases the speculative 
contractors who followed the temporary con- 
tracts could get the routes for only one year, 
and yet their prices were less than one-third of 
those which Brady gave to Brown. , 

Mr. Colegrove, who was very successful in 
temporary contracts elsewhere, as has been 
shown in Tux Tims, seems to have taken 
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routes at very nearly hard-pan rates in| Kan- 
sas. Vaile, Price, and Tisdale were more for- 
tunate. But Price’s contract on route No, 
33,348—Dodge City to Tascosa—was a very 
short one, and therefore there was good ex- 
cuse for high pay. Pease, who was eonnected 
with the Parkers, was paid $239 on route No. 
33,377—Lone Walnut to Monroe—and sublet 
for $117. The list plainly shows that Brown 
had the lion’s share in Kansas, receiving con- 
tracts which, in all probability, local men 
would have been glad to get at one-third the 
pay.

Brown hada good thing in Nebraska also, 
as the table given below shows. There were 
81temporary contracts bestowed by Brady at 
a total annual cost of $82,305. Of the 31 
Brown held 13, and for these, out of the $32,-

McCann’s, Brown was given $3,750 per an- 
num, or $25 per mile, for one trip per week, 
Berry bid off the same service for only $610. 
There was room for profif on that contract, 
For three months Brown was paid at the rate 
of $5,000 per annum on route No. 54,201, 
North Platte to Carpenter’s, but Martin bid ft 
off fora year for $1,550. The route was dis- 
continued last year. On route No, 84,212, 
Willow Springs to Niobrara, Brown was paid 
at the rate of $7,000 per annum, but Tisdale 
bid it off at $2,680. It was.discontinued, how- 
ever, and Brown received one month’s extra 
pay. Occasionally a sub-contract was placed 
on file, so that there are indications of the 
extent of the profits. For example, on route 
No. 34,215, Neligh to Brewer, Brown’s pay was 
$700, and he sublet the route for only $200. 
Mr. Warren’s prices were more reasonable, 
His routes were short ones. The same may be 


prices for the two routes not let, the ratio was 
about the same as in Warren’s routes, 

The temporary contracts in the tables which 
appear above were replaced by contracts ob- 
tained after competition, before the new Ad- 
ministration came in, or, if the new contracts 
had not been signed, the bids were in and all 
the preliminary action had taken place. Both 
the temporary and the subsequent contracts ob- 
tained by competition must be referred, there- 
fore, to the last Administration and the days 
of Key and Brady. ‘Temporary contracts are 
now awarded in a more equitable manner. 
They are not arbitrarily given to faverites 
without competition, but local bidders at each 
end of the new route have as good a chance as 
the speculators have in Washington. Many tem- 
porary contracts have been awarded under this 
system at honest prices.

GEORGE REYNOLDS’S ACCOUNT OF 
GEN. M PHERSON’S DEATH. 


HE TRLLS AGAIN HIS STORY OF THE EVENTS 
OFr JULY 22, 1864—nHOW THE GENERAL’S 
BODY WAS RECOVERED—THE TRUTH OF 


MR. REYNOLDS’S STATEMENTS VOUCHED 


FOR. 
To the. Editor of the New-York Times: 

In THE WEEKLY Times of Aug. 17 my at- 
tention was attracted to an article taken from the 
Cincinnati. Commercial, and specially to this. ex- 
pression of! the gallant orderly: 


“When I was forced away from where McPher- 
son lay I am confident that he was dead, and the 
fact that he was at the time surrounded by at least 
500 rebels, who had discovered his rank and name, 
makes it highly improbable that George Reynolds, 
of the Iowa Volunteers, stumbled upon McPherson 
as he lay dying atthe footofatree, &c. * * * 
It is foolishnesa to think of three men coming and 
taking the body of a Federal General, and that 
body surrounded by at least 500 Confederate sol- 
diers."’ 

The George Reynolds thus alluded to is my 
neighbor and friend, whom I have known well for 
12 years, and in justice to him I desire to lay before 
your readers his statement of what parthe teok 
in.the recovery of Gen. McPherson’s body. I make 


no question of what the gallant orderly did or of 
what.he saw, but what occurred after his capture 


he does not know, and has no right to question. 
George Reynolds dogs not now norhas he ever 
sought public notice or favor, but he has furuished 
me the facts at my request. He says: 

**T enlisted when a mere plow-boy on my father’s 
farm, at Ottumwa, Jowa, in 1862; was a private in 
Company D, Fifteenth lowa Volunteers. In March, 
1864, re-enlisted as a veteran at Vicksburg, went 
home on my veteran furlough, and on my return 
from furlough was detailed for duty at head-quar- 
ters Third Brigade, Fourth Division, Seventeenth 
Army Corps, remaining there till July 22—the day, 
Gen. McPherson was killed. In obedience to 
orders, five others with myself started on the morn- 
ing of the 22d to rejoinmy command. Starting 
out inthe direction my regiment was supposed to: 
be, we saw a line of battle in the distance advanc-: 
ing toward us, and, supposing them to be our men, 
one of ournumber called out, ‘What in the —— are 
you shooting this way for? As we approached 
nearer we saw that they were rebels, one of whom, 
when about 10 feet from me, fired.on me, his bullet 
grazing the upper side of my right arm, my abdo- 
men, and passed througa the under side of my left 





arm. My gun was selzed by a rebel soldier, 
who said, ‘Give me that, and you “git” 
to the rear.’ As I moved away, the rebel 


line continued to advance on the fiank and rear of 
our line, which they had broken, and i-was leit to 
take care of myself. 1 was afterward told that all 
but two of my comrades were killed. After cneck- 
ing the bleeding of my wound the best I could, I 
started to make my way outof there. The thought 
of being a prisoner was terrible to me. Every- 
thing was in commotion, and scarcely knowing 
which his to go, I finally started In anorth-westerly 
course. struck a road leading into Atlanta, 
where the rebels had captured a piece of artillery, 
and sceing their cavalry still in possession of this 
road, I went back into the timber and came 
out om the road further out and crossed, 
and some little distance after crossing the 
road J saw a man_ in blue uniform 
lying on the ground some distance ahead, and on 
nearer approach recognized our beloved com- 
mander, the braye Gen. McPherson, withotvt a liv- 
ing being then insight of him save myself. He 
was still living, but in his death struggles, and 
when I offered him water he made no reply. He 


seemed unconscious, but showed signs of life for ! 


15 or 20 minutes, his struggles during that time 
changing his head to the opposite point from what 
it was when I first saw him. His sword and shoul- 
der-straps were both gone. Balls and shells were 
still flying around us in all directions, and one shel 
burst so close to the General’s body that 
it swept every leaf or loose thing from 
the ground. A few minutes after the 
General’s death I saw one of our men passing 
some distanee off, and called to him, ‘come here!’ 
He asked, ‘Is there any danger?’ I replied, No. 
He then came, and while we were talking of what 
was best to do, three rebel soldiers, one of them car- 
rying part of astretcher, came up, and talked of 
carrying off the General’s body, but fearing they 
would encounter some of our forces, decided not 
to doso. Asthey went away they ordered us to 
accompany them, but as they were unarmed like 
ourselves, we declined the invitation. I think the 
name of the Union soldier who was with me was 
George Farlin. He and I then started at a double 
quick to try and find our lines. In abont a quarter 
of mile we came upon atrain of ambulances. I 
asked tbe driver of the first one to go with me and 
get the General’s body, and he refused. I wertto 
the next one, and just as 1 spoke to the driver 
Gen. Willian E. Strong, Assistant Inspector-Gen- 
eral, Army of the ‘l’ennessee, of Gon. McPherson's 
staff, rode up, and I told him my story. He at 
once ordered the ambulance driver to follow me, 
when Farlin and myselt led back to Gen. MePher- 
son at the double quick, followea by Gen. Strong, 
his orderly, and the ambulance driver. Wo five 
put his body in the ambulance, Farlin and I got in, 
and the driver, following the lead of Gen. Strong, 
drove rapidly to Gen. Sherman’s head-quarters, 
where Gen, McPherson’s body was taken out of 
the ambulance, which was then driven on with me 
to the Twenty-third Corps hospital, 

On the 2@th day of July, four days after the 
above events, an ambulance was sent up to the 
hospital with orders to take me to my regiment. 
Ignorant of the purpose of this, on my arrival I 
found the regiment drawn up on parade. I was

taken to the front, and Gen. W. W. Belknap, at 
that time Colonel of the Fifteenth Iowa, read to 
the command an order, which was then for the 
first time made known tome. It reads as follows: 
HEAD-QUARTERS SEVENTEENTH ARMY CORPS, 
DEPARTMENT OF THE TENNESSER 


Berork ATLANTA, Ga., July 26, 1864, 

GENERAL Orpers No. 8—During the bloody battle of 
the 22d inst., in which this corps was engaged, Private 
George J. Reynolds, ‘*bD’ Company, Fifteenth flows 
Infantry Volunteers, was, while in the performance 
of his duty on the skirmish line, severely wounded in 
thearm. In attempting toevade capture he came to 
the spot where the late beloved and gavant com- 
mander of this Army, Major-Gen. McPherson, was 
lying mortally wounded, Forgetting all covsidera- 
tlons of self, Private Reynolds clung to his old com- 
mander, and amid the roarof battie and a storm of 
bullets, administered to the wants of his gallant chief, 
quenching his. dying thirst, and affording him such 
comfort as lay in his power. 

After Gen. McPherson had breathed his last, Private 
Reynolds was-chicfly instrumental in recovering his 
body, going with two of his staff officers, pointing 
out the body, and assisting It an ambulance under 
heavy fire from the enemy, while his wound was still 
uncared for. The nobleand devoted conduct of this 
soldier cannot be too highly praised, and is com- 
mended to the consideration of the officers and men 
of thiscemmand. In consideration of this gallantry 
and noble arid unselfish devotion the gold medal of 
honor will be conferred upon Private George J. Rey- 
nolds, Company D, Fifteenth lowa Infantry Voiun- 
teers, in front of his command. This order will be 
read at the head of every regiment, battery, and de- 
tachment iu this corps. By command of

the information to Gen. Blair upon which this or- 
der was issued [donot know. I didnot. My re- 
gard for Gen. McPherson was so great that I de- 
termined to be present at the unveiling of McPher- 
son’s statue at Washington in 1876. Arrived in the 
city onthe morning of the ceremonies I went at 
once to Lincoln Hall, and as I started up the stairs 
met the advance of the Society of the Army of the 


Tennesseo coming down. Gen. Belknap rec- 
egnized me, had a place assigned me in 
the line, and it was insisted that f[ 


should be the guest of the society during my stay. 
Mr. W. T. Clark, one of the Committee on Invita- 
tlons, told. me that an inyitation for my family and 
myself to attend as guests of the seclety bad been 
sent to my old address in Iowa, but as I had been 
residing in Missouri 10 years of course it did not 
reach me. Lagain met with Gen. Strong at that 
time, and talked with him abouttheevent. He 
was then a resident of Chicago. Capt. John B. 
Raymond, of the Thirty-first Illinois Infantry Vol- 
unteers, was-also present, and we conferred to- 
gether, and he agreed that I found McPherson at 


‘the spot where he fell.” 


Gen. Strong, Gen. Belknap, and too many officers 
of Gen. Sherman's staff knew of this matter at the 
time to leave his statement unsubstantiated. The 
order of Gen. Blair, issued at the time, speaks for 
itself. The Post Office address of George J. Reyn- 
olds is Carrollton, Carroll County, Mo. Heis a 
prosperous farmer and respected citizen, whose 
word is not doubted by any one who knows him. 
I know him to be a man of honor and truth, whose 
statement, even if not so satisfactorily proved as it 
is, could be implicitly relied on.

This isan error, 
for if the occupant will adjust his heels under one 
side-margin of the hammock, and his head under 


the other, lying crosswise, the only means of caus- 
ing him to suddenly leave his place would be to 
overturn the entire hammock, a most difficult thing 
to do. The same security is insured while lyin 
lengghwise by doubling the edge-of the hammock 
over one elbow and over the knee of the op- 
posite side. Again you err when you assert 
that the hammock is a producer of malarial fevers. 
if this be not a joke born of thermometric aspira- 
tions, allow me to refute it, although I cannot be- 
lieve it was written seriously. In this city of 60,000 
inhabitants few families are so poor as to possess 
but one hammock, and among those who never 
leave town malaria is unknown. The only cases 
of malarial affections here come from the hot 
coasts. Youassert: ‘‘AlloverCentraland South 
America the women never get ont of their ham- 
mocks, aud the menonly rise from thejrs at inter- 
vals ofa week or two, in order to take parting 
sevolution.” You do not err in your statement 
that the hammock is much us here, but, of 
course, not to the extent olaimed, for there has 
been ne revolution noran attempt at one in this 
republic during the last nine years, ever since the 
strong arm of Gen. J. R. Barrios has ruled the des- 
tinies of the country. The hammock is too com- 
fortable a couch to allow warlikethoughts to arise 
in any one’s mind. 

The mechanical! disturbances in the functions of 
the liver which you claim are produced by that or- 
gan being pressed against thediaphragm when one 
lies in a hammock, if tenable, would eqyally apply 
to our favorite position, with our heels grace uly 
resting on some convenient mantel-piece or ward- 
robe. This might occur in a case of ossification of 
the dlaphragm, but until medical text-books de- 
scribe such a disease we shall have to consider the 
diaphragm a soft, extensible, muscular wall, which 
neyer exerts any pressure upon the liver by itself, 
but will cede to upward pressure of the liver to an 
extent sufficientto compressthe Jung. You sug: 
gest burning all hammocks as _ the prophylactic 
measure against the necessity of * dosing people 
with quinine and arsenic.” Would that facts 
would bear you out! Butitisnot so. Especially 
in these countries the hammock is frequently a 
most efficacious prophylactic against malarial af- 
fections, as there are yery many places where the 
traveler would have to sleep on therich moist 
pent unless he carry this very useful article with 

m. 

As is well known, this city, like a number of 
others which enjoy perennial Spring, is notinfested 
with any of the little plagues that make life during 
Northern Summers such a great burden. Butin 
exchange therefor we have the active flea, who can 
both elimb and jomp and tickle and bite. He 
climbs up trouser legs and phlebotomizes one from 
head to foot; chairs, tables, beds, and lounges offer 
him easy means to mount in.chase of his human 
victim, who, when caught, quotes Scripture in any- 
thing but a revisedreligioussense. Hisonly refuge 
is the hammock, where he reads his Weex.iy Tres 
in peace, and when the last advertisement has been 
earefully studied drops into a gentle slumber, 
rocked by the soft mountain breeze as it sings 
through the plantain grove and brings to mind the. 
peaceful rolling of the far-off sea at Long Branch 
with its naiads in fashionable bathing costumes, 
If the hammock were all the bad you think it fs, 
would not this quality repay for the deficlencies? 

Awakening does not bring with it “the aching 
back and weary legs" you claim; on the contrary, 
one awakes refreshed because of having rested in 
a bed which conforms itself to each change of po- 
sition, and being unincumbered by the heavy arti- 
cles necessary for comfort in the usual couch, one 
has not lost in perspiration the force one seeks to 
recuperate in sleep, which is undlatarbed, for no in- 
sects breed in hammocks. As a@ conveniént and 
salutary substitute for the rocking-chair {ts ad- 
vantages are patent even to the merest tyro in 
physiology. The rockinag-ehair, from which fair 
North Americans rarely arise, by the pecullarity of 
its motion, plays sad havoc with the source of all 
human life, as the sauthorities in gynecology in 
New-York will attest; the hammock, however, 
givés all of its pleasurable sensations and none of 
its injury, An ordinary nét hammock ts far more 
convenient and healthy than the bestcradle, Put 
baby in it, he will sing himself to sleep withou 
rocking; tle the eves oyer the sleeping child, an 
squirm as much as he will, he cannot fall out, 

This will suffice to show that the hymmock’s 
charms and advantages were not exaggerated by 
the Hon. George Williamson, of Louisiana, ex- 
Minister of the United States to Central America, 
whon he told me that “ it was worth while to come 


to Central America, so as to learn to enjoy ham-

_mocks and anonas,” (ice-cream fruit.) However, 


I must not conclude without agafn referring 
to your remarks about men arising from 
their hammocks only every week or two 
to participate in a revolution. The impres- 
sion preyzils in the United States that the Centtal 
American is lazy and esgentially revolutionary, and 
aslong a$thiserroris uncorrected Europe reaps 
the benefit of about $10,000,000 worth ot trade 
annually! It keeps its wares continually and vigor- 
ously advertised here, it sends its agents here, ft 
makes immense profits here, and our northern 
neighbor, the United States, with all of its business 
ability, lets Europe takethis large and !ucrative 
trade from underits nose! If Europe can make it 
pay to do so, why cannot the United States? 
Think it over, Mr. Editor, and tell the multitude of 
your readers that it is worth their while to look 
into the matter.

GUITEAU AND JERSEY JUSTICE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The communication in yesterday’s TIMES 
signed “‘F.” treats with mach asperity the papers 
which, through “lack of knowledge,” have been, 
as hestyles it, making out ‘‘aclear ease for the 
criminal.” I do {not desire to make out “aclear 
ease,’ or any sort of a favorable case fer this or 
any other criminal, but I should like, for the repu- 
tation of the Bar, to show that all its members are: 


In opposition to his opinion I will venture 
the assertion that unless Guiteau voluntarily 
went within the limits of New-Jersey this 
much-yaunted New-Jersey statute would not 
be worth the paper on which it is 
printed, so far as securing a conviction is con- 
cerned. He asserts that it has been already de- 
clared coustitutional by the highest courtiof the 
State. Granted. That court can only settle the 
question for New-Jersey. But before Guiteau can 
be surrendered on a requisition from the Goy- 
ernor of New-Jersey the validity and effect éf 
that law must be passed upon by a Fed- 
eral court, and I hardly believe that any 
doctrine so extraordinary will ever be laid. 
down by that court in referenco toa New-Jersey 
statute. There is no known doctrine of jurisdie-, 
tion on which it can rest. Before a man can com- 
mit an offense against a law he must be amenable 
toit. The aet of one man can never make another 
man amenable to a law from which he would 
otherwise be exempt, except in such cases as that 
of minors. When Guitean fired the shot he was in 
no way amenable to the laws ef New-Jersey fo 
the crime. This, 1 presume, noteven “F.” woul 
deny. Hew can he become amenable afterward 
by the act, not of himself, but of his intended vic- 
tim? Iam at aloss to know. The absurdity of 
this, as a legal proposition, will appear instantly 
by supposing that several different States punished 
the crime of murder by different penaities. It 
would then be in the power of a person upon 
whom a wound not immediately fatal was infict- 
ed to select the punishment for his murderer by 
making a choice among these different States. 
when, perhaps, the murderer was ignorant of the 
law of any one. But, as all civilized government 
rests on the assent of the governed, no one is ever 
held to an obligation to obey a law unless in some 
way he has assented thereto. Such assent may 
be given by placing himself within tho juris- 
diction of the power which promulgates {t. This 
he may do either by citizenship or by simply com- 
ing within the jurisdietion. I know of no other 
way. it is true that an English statute has beer cited 
authorizing an indictment when the act was dono 
in one county and the death occurred In another. 
But that was a valid statute because both counties 
were within the legislative jurisdictien of Partia- 
ment. Inthe case we aro discussing one of the 
pos: is beyond the jurisdiction of the New-Jersey 

egislature. Does “ F.” suppose that either Eng- 
land or the United States would recognize a similar 
statute of the other, and deliver up the criminai in 


The instant any attempt 
Was made to surrender Guiteau on a requisition the

HILO’S DANGER THOUGHT TO BZ PAST, 
From the San Francisco Bulletin, Sept. 6, 
Latest advices from Honolulu, (per City of 
Sydamey,) carry events to Aug. 24, and give reason 
to believe that the lava flow has ceased to be dan: 
gerous. Tho Advertiser says: “The lava flow, 


which hasso leng been threatening Hilo may at 
last be regarded as at anend. In fact, itis quite 
impossible for it to come down again by the sain¢ 
channel which it has been using tor the past nine 
months. As the support of the flowing lava in the 
tunnel beneath has beea withdrawn, the roof 
hes cooled, contracted, and fallen in, thu 

blocking up the tunnel, and also xffording count- 
less vent-holes by which tho molten mass might 
escape, even if itcould overcome the obstacleg 
offered by the débris which strews Its path. A gen- 
tleman who has given careful and scientific atten- 
tion to the flow tells usthat he had followed itg 
course for over six miles, and that for the whole 
length of that distance the roof had caved in, say, 
every 150 feet or so. Another faverable indication 
of the cessation of the flow is the dense black 
smoke which is now rolling up fromthe terminal 
crater. This has usually been noticed at the close 
of former eruptions and flows. As long asthe 
flow continues to advance, as long as the liquid lava 
pours ont, the smoke ts of a whitish color, but as 
soon 33 it becomes black the danger, ay a rule 
may be regarded as at 20 end.”

The situation in the Apache country has 
become interesting. After all the reports of 
the “‘ general uprising’’ of the Apaches in 
‘Arizona and New-Mexico have been sifted, 
it seems tolerably clear that the only hostile 
band of any considerable strength is now 
roncentrated in the White Mountain region. 
The most extravagant estimates of the num- 
bers of this party have . been; made. 
All that.is positively known» of the 
band is that its nucleus is com- 
posed of the» Indians. who © attacked 
Gen. Carr’s command, and that other 
hostile Indians have since joined themselves 
to these. Three columns of troops are now 
moving upon the camps of the malcontents, 
and the next reports from that region should 
settle the question of war or peace. If the 
Indians are found in force, there is likely to 
be a long campaign. If not, as is most 
probable, the hostile. Indians will be dis- 
persed, and there will be much disappoint- 
ment among men who have built hopes on 
Quartermasters’ contracts and an active 
‘business in forage and transportation.

tary Academy. Three of the members 
protest against the tendency of the 
West Point management to put military 
discipline and military drill above the edu- 
cational work of the institution. That is to 
say, it is suggested that the Academy isa 
camp, not a school, and that the military 
persons in authority make the most of their 
privileges and opportunities; that they find 
nice places for their family relations, and 
generally have a good time, while the funda- 
mental purpose of the Military Academy is 
lost sight of. Something like this has been 
hinted at before now, but as it is regarded 
as only alittle short of heresy to suggest 
that West Point management is not perfec- 
tion, it is refreshing to have an official state- 
ment on the subject. 


There will be some surprise and not a lit- 
tle chagrin among the more violent of the 
Irish-Americans at the action of the Na- 
tional League convention, which has just 
closed its sessions in Dublin. The conven- 
tion decided to give the Land act a trial. 
Mr. PaRNELL, as if designing to sugar this 
bitter pill, said that the League would “ test’’ 
the new law. For the present, then, there 
is a prospect of comparative peace in 
Ireland. That fiery agitator, Mr. Jaarxs 
ReppratH, however, darkly hints at 
more bloodshed. Mr. PARNELL having 
pledged his word that contributions 
from the United States should not be used 
for warlike purposes, Mr. Reppars de- 
clared that the Irish-Americans would keep 
on paying their money just the same as 
ever, but would give it to Mr. O’DoNovan 
Rossa, who is known to be the most blood- 
thirsty and destructive person (on paper) 
now at large. This suggestion will be wel- 
come to those thrifty Irish-American pa- 
triots whose beer and board bills are paid 
out of the Skirmishing Fund. 


DEFYING PUBLIC OPINION. 

There is one feature in the history of the 
star route frauds which must strike even the 
most casual observer. It is the entire indif- 
ference of the men who have been engaged 
in them to the disgraceful nature of their 
transactions. The proof of the swindling 
character of a large part of the contracts is 
as complete as any proof could be. It 
would be as reasonable to represent 
the battle of Waterloo as an international 
picnic as it would be to declare that the 
star routes which have been described in 
Tue Trags were honestly let and honestly 
worked. The evidence of trickery abounds 
in the records left by the men who engaged 
in it. This evidence we have _ repro- 
duced after careful comparison of the facts 
and figures. It is such as no _hon- 
est man of ordinary common sense 
can fail to see the force of. It proves be- 
yond any possibility of doubt or question 
that the Post Office officials deliberately per- 
mitted contractors to draw large sums of 
money for which no service was rendered. 
The pretexts which were put forward to 
meet the requirements of the law were 
transparent. The merest tyro in fig- 
ures or ‘accounts could not have been 
really deceived by them. The people’s em- 
ployes allowed the people’s money to be 
taken for no return. Morally this was 
stealing and conspiracy to steal. Whether 
it was so in the eye of the law is for the 
courts to determine—if they ever get a 
chance to do so. The decision of the courts, 
however, is not required to enable the public 
mind to form a very clear and just opinion. 

But the gentlemen who have been work- 
ing this mine in the Treasury apparently 
care very little for public opinion. They 
confine themselves to saying that they acted 
within the letter of the law, and that they 
were sustained in their action by members 
of Congress individually and by Congress 
as a body, which steadily and _ repeat- 
edly voted the money for these opera- 
tions. Both these statements are true, 


but they tell not so much in favor of the 
officials and contractors as against Congress 
and Congressmen, ‘The votes of Congress in 
appropriating money for the expenses of the 
star routes have no force as a vindication of 
the way in which the money was expended. 


The greater part of the members knew noth- 
ing of what they were doing. They relied 
on the reports of the committees hav- 
ing the- matter in charge, and were 
compelled in © most cases to do 


so, When these reports were criticised 


and exposed in debate on the floor, it was 
found that ‘‘log-rolling’’ was more power- 
ful than evidence, logic, or appeals to duty. 
Members were either interested directly in 
the appropriations or had schemes of their 


own for which they sought support by sup- 


porting these appropriations, or were lazy, 
or ignorant, or absent, and so the majorities 
were got. The honest and faithful mem- 
bers who fought the ring were among the 


ablest and best men in the House. Unfor- 
tunately, as often happens with their class, 
they were in the minority. But the votes 
of their opponents afford a flimsy and sorry 
defense of the rascalities which were ex- 
posed in vain. 


As for the demands of individual Con- 


gressmen for the star route “increase 
and expedition,’”? they were so far from 
being an excuse or justification that they 
were in themselves often scandalous. They 
were not made in good faith. Wot that the 
men who made them were necessarily in 
league with the ring and shared the booty— 
though it looks as if some of them were and 
did—but nearly all of these honorable peti- 
tioners were interested in the result, 
and scarcely one of them was fitted 
to give an intelligent and impartial 
opinion regarding the action that he urged 
on the department. The ring was power- 
ful in politics. Its aid was desirable; its 
hostility was dangerous. It had money, 
which, ill-gotten as it was, was spent freely 
to help its friends or to suppress its op- 
ponents. When it asked for a Con- 
gressman’s favor, it was ready to 
render an  equivalent;’ if the favor 
were refused, it was ready to resent and 
punish the refusal. The late Mr. Tween, 
during his eventful life, obtained many evi- 
dences of confidence and approval from his 
fellow-citizens in public office, which were 
worth precisely as much as Congress- 
men’s indorsements of Brapy’s contracts. 
Some of the gentlemen who contributed 
in this way to the advancement of 
Mr. TwsEp’s patriotic and public-spirited 
schemes feel very much ashamed of them- 


selves. and would be very glad to erase their 
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names from certain ugly records. The time 
will come wher the worthy members of 
Congress on whose personal or written pe- 
titions BRapy pretends to have rested his 
outrageous abuses will also be sorry that 
they ever had anything to do with him and 
his rascally contractors. 

The retributive process is a slow one. The 
part which comes within the sphere of the 
law encounters many annoying and some 
inexplicable delays. The recent adjourn- 
ment of the meetings of the Grand Jury at 
Washington is the latest of these. The ex- 
cuses that have been offered for it are silly, 
and deceive no one. Mr. CorKkai.t, the 
local attorney, has taken, and been allowed 
to take, a serious responsibility, which 
may turn out to be heavier than 
he will care to bear, and of which his su- 
periors will not be likely to wish to relieve 
him. If he, or any one else, imagines that 
the public will overlook such conduct in a 
public suit so grave as this, it is a mistake. 
The public is entirely convinced that very 
gross frauds have been committed, and de- 
sires that they shail be punished with all 
possible promptness and certainty. If this 
be not accomplished it will be because 
the law is defective or because it is not 
honestly and faithfully applied. If the law 
officers wish to prevent the public from draw- 
ing the latter inference they can only do so 
by pressing the cases with the greatest pos- 
sible vigor and determination. When the re- 
sources of the law for the protection of the 
Treasury have been completely exhausted 
those charged with its enforcement will be 
held excused for its failure—if, unfortunate- 
ly, there must be failure, which we do not 
anticipate—but they will not be held ex- 
cused until then.

THE CREEDMOOR MEETING. 


In point of enthusiasm, skill, good-fellow- 
ship, liberal prizes, and high scores the an- 
nual Autumn gathering at the Creedmoor 
range which has just closed proved a fine 
success. In point of visitors it was no 
doubt a failure; for this year the lack not 
only of an international contest, but even of 
a match “between the Militia and military 
division teams of regulars, took away much 
of the interest which is necessary in order 
to draw the general public to a field reached 
at best with much difficulty. But though 
this element was wanting, the shooting men 
shouldered the enterprise bodily, and carried 
it through to a triumph which in every re- 
spect was gratifying, and, in some respccts, 
was unprecedented. 

The season began under very unfavorable 
auspices. The United States authoritiesand 
the State authorities both withdrew this year 
the support they have hitherto accorded to 
the Fall matches of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation, in a very shabby forgetfulness of 
the immense debt which both the regular and 
the Militia services are under to this famous 
range. The War Department declined to 
allow teams to be present, as in previous 
years, to shoot for the Hilton trophy, thus 
robbing the meeting of one of its chief at- 
tractions. As the reasons assigned for this 
cause turned chiefly on the lack of appro- 
priations for the purpose, it may be hoped 
that a repetition of the failure of this year 
will be avoided by a suitable provision dur- 
ing another twelvemonth. The State author- 
ities had less excuse for their ill-timed econ- 
omy. It was the teachings, the practice, and 
the emulation of Creedmoor and of the other 
ranges of which it was the parent that had 
turned the National Guard of this State from 
a body of mere decorated paraders and ma- 
nipulatorsof weapons which they knew next 
to nothing about into a formidable body of 
trained and even renowned marksmen, The 
mere prestige acquired by the troops for ef- 
ficiency, even if no gratitude was evoked by 
the fame they had earned for the State by 
their international triumphs at Creedmoor 
and Dollymount, was worth to the public 
all the trivial aid ever lent to the annual 
contests in the additional sense of public se- 
curity thereby afforded. Yet the State this 
year, breaking its uniform customs, not only 
withdrew the prizes it had been accustomed 
to offer, but refused to provide the usual 
transportation for teams of guardsmen pro- 
ceeding to Creedmoor from the interior. 

It was at once and very earnestly urged, 
in ‘these columns, that private liberality 
should volunteer to make good the prizes 
which the State refused. The appeal was 


successful; within a short time thereafter 


this was done by public-spirited gentlemen 
who had watched the transformation of our 
Militia into a body of sharpshooters, under 
the influence of Creedmoor, and who 
realized the vast importance of not allowing 


the great rifle movement to retrograde and 


cease. Never was liberality of this kind 
more judiciously and successfully exercised; 
for at once the gloomy prospects of the 
National Rifie Association brightened, and 
it became evident that the annual matches 
would not be abandoned. Some of the great 
railroad companies, remembering how lately 
they were dependent on Militia efficiency for 
security against destruction by rioters, next 
came to the rescue by issuing excursion 
tickets for riflemen to New-York from the 
interior counties at a much reduced rate, so 
insuring the always welcome presence of the 
country members. Finally, the engineer bat- 
talion at Willet’s Point was too near at hand 
to be deprived of a share in the contests 
through War Department scruples, so that 
there was an Army representation on the 
range after all, andit carried off its full 
share of the honors. 

The shooting during the week’s match, 
despite the absence of teams from the mili- 
tary division, was®of an extraordinarily good 
character. The scores made on the first two 
days surpassed anything ever before 
achieved, under the same conditions, on this 
range. During the last three days the gales 
of wind and the storms prevented, of 
course, much high scoring, so that the totals 
at the long-range shooting fell considerably 
below those of previous years. However, 
as the same teams had, during the fine 
weather of Tuesday and Wednesday, beaten 
the records at the shorter ranges for milita- 
ry shooting, there is no question whatever 
that their scores must be considered as 
creditable for the stormy days. The shoot- 
ing by the engineers at 500 yardson Wednes- 
day was better than anything everdone in 
previous years, while the shooting of the 
Seventh Regiment on Tuesday at the same 
range surpassed even that of the engineers. 

The lesson of the week, apart from the 


usual one of the efficiency to be secured by 


the stimulus of matches, is that the United 
States and State authorities should not fail 
to do their part next year, as in former 
years, toward sustaining this annual meet- 
ing. Since the introduction of competitive 
rifle-shooting into the Army its progress in 
marksmanship, a matter of vital importance 
in Indian campaigning, has been enormo.s, 
while the perfection of modern weapons has 
been carried so far that the mid-range shoot- 
ing so largely practiced at Creedmoor is of 
practical use in warfare. As for the State, 
it has onve more captured the Hiltoa trophy, 
the emblem of superiority at long-range 
military marksmanship; but this was done for 
it by a volunteer team, with no thanks to the 
State authorities. Another year liberal pro- 
vision should be made for State representa- 
tion, as in former years. The attendance of 
riflemen at the range has shown very clearly 
the degree of importance they attach to its 
maintenance. 


THE ADIIONDACK AEMEDY. 


Since Mr. Murray wrote his ill-judged 
book the Adirondacks have been filled with 
fashionable people anxious to play at camp- 
ing out and possessed of just sufficient 
knowledge of the use of the rod and gun to 
enable them to drive away the game that 
once made the region a hunter’s para- 
dise. This year a still worse fate has 
overtaken the wilderness. Some preposter- 
ous person has induced ignorant people to 
believe that consumptive patients can be 
cured by sending them to camp out .in the 
Adirondacks. The result is that during the 
Summer which has just passed consump- 
tives from all parts of the country have 
dragged themselves over the rough roads 
leading to the Adirondack lakes and have 
turned the wilderness into a hospital. Wan 
women and haggard men occupied every 
inch of good camping-ground, and to the 
song of the wild birds and the music of 
the pines succeeded the cough of sick wom- 
en and the impatient language of con- 
sumptive men. Were there any possibility 
that the victimsof pulmonary diseases could 
gain any benefit from a visit to the Adiron- 
dack woods, not even the most ardent 
sportsman would be brutal enough to wish 
them away, but the saddest feature of this 
invasion of the wilderness by consumptives 
is the fact that it is about the worst remedy 
that any consumptive could possibly try. 

It has been urged by those who fancy that 
a visit to the Adirondacks is nearly a cer- 
tain cure for consumption that the moun- 
tain air is peculiarly wholesome; that the 
pine trees medicate the air so that it hasa 
positive healing effect upon diseased lungs, 
and that the peculiar conditions of life under 
canvas are precisely what the consumptive 
patient needs. As tothe mountain air, it is 
unquestionably pure, but it is dry and stimu- 
lating, in other words, precisely the sort of 
air whicha person in the early stages of con- 
sumption should avoid. The inevitable effect 
of such an atmosphere must be to hasten 
the inflammatory action which is in progress 
in the lungs. When a consumptive patient 
has passed beyond the stage where a cure is 
possible, a stimulating atmosphere may tem- 
porarily revive his strength, and prolong 
his life for a few weeks, but such an atmos- 
phere can be found without subjecting the 
patient to the discomforts and risks of a visit 
to the Adirondacks. Of the consumptives 
who visited that region last Summer, proba- 
bly one-half needed a moist and relaxing at- 
mosphere, and were positively injured by 
the mountain air; while the other half were 
incurables who were needlessly subjected to 
discomforts which at least neutralized what- 
ever temporary benefit they may have de- 
rived from the stimulating air. 

As to the supposed virtues of the scent 
given out by pine woods, it has yet to be 
shown that any patient, consumptive or 
otherwise, has been benefited by it. If it 
is really medicinal, doctors would long ago 
have ascertained the fact, and chemists 


would have put up the precious perfume in 
bottles. To go to the Adivondacksto inhale 
the scent of pine trees is about as sensible 
as it would be to go to Peru in order to take 
cinchona. Pine branches can be bought 
and placed in every sick-room in this City, 
and they would be quite as medicinal here 
as they are believed to be while in the forest. 

Not all the consumptive persons who go 
to the Adirondacks live under canvas. 
Those who stop at the hotels are in most 


cases compelled to forego many comforts 


that they could have had at home. They 
must live in small rooms and put up with 
uncomfortable mattressesand pillows. What 
is of more consequence, they cannot get the 
sort of food which they need. The Adiron- 
dack beef is famous for its tough, leathery 


quality, and the cooking is, to say the least, 
not adapted to tempt a weak and deli- 
cate appetite. The unfortunate men and 
women who are beguiled into camp- 


ing out suffer much more seriously. 
It is all very well for a healthy 
man to spend a few weeks in a tent. He 
can withstand an occasional wetting, and 
can thrive on canned food and other dietary 
makeshifts. But there was never a madder 
idea than that of exposing a sick person, 
and, above all, one suffering from pul- 
monary disease, to camp life. In the Adi- 
rondacks there were constant showers last 
Summer. The ground, or rather the layer 
of decaying vegetation, which covers the 
soil in forest regions, was constantly damp. 
Delicate women were sent to live in wet 
tents, to sleep on the damp ground, 
and to be subjected to cold night 
draughts. They were compelled to 
eat unsuitable food, unsuigibly cooked, 
and to suffer from the jnsect plagues with 
which the woods abound. . It is no wonder 
that some of these«icluded people have re- 
turned home with the belicf that it was 
hardly worth while to travel two or three 
hundred miles in order to achieve miseries 
which could have been achieved at home 
by the simple process of sleeping on wet 
straw in rooms without mosquito nets. 
They have even gone so far as to ex- 
press the opinion that the Adirondack re- 
gion is not the place for consumptives, but 
it remains to be seen whether their report 
will be generally believed. 

Consumption is by no means an incurable 
disease, but the consumptive patient needs 
to be treated with great care, and in the se- 
lection of a climate adapted to his condition 
the opinion of an experienced physician and 
not the assertions of magazine writers should 
be followed. Of one thing consumptives 
can be very sure. and that is that to camp 


out in the Adirondacks is the quickest way 
in which to fasten the disease so firmly upon 
them as to render all intelligent hope of cure 
impossible.

WATERWAYS IN EUROPE. 


Economists have long foreseen in this 
country—and of late they have realized the 
fact more deeply than before—that impor- 
tant modifications in existing transportation 
methods and tariffs were certain to be made 
in the future by means of the water routes 
from the West and the North-west, and 
that what past expericnce has shown in this 
respect was only a prelude to greater 
changes hereafter. Just now in Europe 
work is going forward which must lead to 
similar experience there, particularly in the 
States along the great rivers, such as the 
Elbe, the Rhine, and the Scheldt. 

Antwerp, as is well known, has of late 
years made surprising commercial progress, 
so much so that not a few of her most 
ambitious citizens have believed that she 
would yet regain a considerable part of the 
commerce that belonged to her proudest 
days, when among prospcrous Continental 
cities she hal in Venice her only rival. Na- 
POLEON saw the future that lay within her 
grasp when he enlarged her docks at an ex- 
penditure of 13,000,000f.; but after his 
time, and particularly after the misfortunes 
of fifty years ago, she rapidly declined, so 
that it wasnot many years since that she 
could not be said to compare with either 
Amsterdam or Hamburg. Of late she 
has every year been gaining so fast in her 
purpose to monopolize the Rhenish trade that 
no other port on the Continental side of the 
North Sea can now approach her, it is said, 
in the importance of the business which she 
comands. 


The Dutchmen have been not a little an- 
noyed at this dangerous rival to their own 
commerce—for commercial pride is not alto- 
gether dead in European cities whose histo- 
ry is so closely linked with the history of 
modern trade—and a project, which has long 
agitated their minds, for the control of a 
larger business, has been carried successfully 
through the first chamber of their legisla- 
ture, having already passed the lower house. 
Amsterdam, two years ago, sought to build 
a direct canal through the Guelder Valley to 
one of the arms of the Rhine, but opposi- 
tion met her from important cities, like 
Utrecht. Although her merchants sub- 
scribed some four million guilders asa free 
contribution to the expenses of building the 
direct way, the Rhine project, which in- 
cludes Utrecht in its route and proceeds 
thence to the Merwede River near Garcum, 
has been adopted in ifs stead. Amsterdam is, 
of course, better off with this canal than with 
none at all, but she is still deeply disap- 
pointed. Her own project was shorter by 
one-half to the Upper Rhine country, and 
practically amounted to a prolongation of 
the Rhine to the Zuyder Zee. She is not 
likely ever to be contented until she sees it 
accomplished. 


Meanwhile there are other transportation 
projects in Europe that have been carried 
much further ahead than this. Austrian 
capitalists have formed a company for the 
navigation of the Elbe and the North Sea, 
with a line of steamers which promise soon 
to be in use. Vessels of other lines are 
already transporting quantities of corn and 
flour shipped by them from Austro-Hun- 
gary to Great Britain, by arrangement with 
Austro-Hungarian railways, thus offering 
serious rivalry to the German roads which, 
by advancing their charges on through traflic 
to Western Europe, were the immediate 
cause of this revival in traffic on the Elbe. 
At the same time there is an important 
revival in the South. Trieste is engaged ina 
sharp competition with the railways for the 
trade’ with Great Britain and northern 
France, taking the sea route from the Adri- 
atic by similar arrangement with the Aus- 
trian roads. 

But these transportation routes, it may be 
said kere by way of digression, and particu- 


larly our enlarged Erie Canal that is to be 
and this canal the Dutchmen are to dig, 


have their esthetic sides as well as their eco- 
romical. Since we have revivals in so many

which minister to our intellectual enjoy- 
ment and enlarge our intelligence, it ought 
to be matter for much rejoicing that there 


can be a profitable one in the wholly prosaic 


methods for the shipment of articles essen- 
tial to dear life itself. Rattling steam rail- 
ways, we may be sure, are not forever to be 
the sole efficient means by which corn and 
wheat may be carried from the stubble-field 


to the mill, and from the mill to the store- 


house where. hungry mortals may purchase 
them ina form fit for use in making their 
daily bread. The day of our deliverance 
will yet come. If WonpswortTu were alive 
to know that any rival could be found for 
the perpetually traveled steam roadway that 
so disturbed his peace in his latter days 
among the ‘‘ Rydalian laurels,’’ he would 
speak in his finest verse; and surely Mr. 
Rusgin, who has declared again and again 
that England was beautiful before man de- 
faced it and trade defiled it, will bid god- 
speed as no other man on the earth will to 
the present striking growth of waterways 
for the shipment of iron and grain. 


There could hardly be better evidence that 
the recent overcrowding of the City Prison was 
mainly due to lack of‘enerzy on the part of the 
authorities in the Court of General Sessions than 
is furnished by the record of the week just closed. 
Recorder Smyrtu, smarting under the criticism as 
to the responsibility forthe tardy disposition of the 
business of the court, professed to find the cause 
for such delay in the obstructive tendency of the 
new Code. In spite of the obstacles he claimed 
were thus thrown in the way of expeditious 
labor, however, it was found possible to accom- 
plish during the past week more than double the 
amount of business done in the preceding week. 


Yesterday the total number of prisoners in the | 


Tombs was 360, against 403 on last Tuesday, and an 
examination of the record of the cases sent to the 
Court of General Sessions for disposal shows that 
there were 88 convictions, against 41 for the prevl- 
ous week, and that there was a proportionate re- 
lief to the overtaxed accommodations of the 
prison by the acquittal of prisoners and the ad- 
mission of others to bail pending trial. It woula 
appear from this showing that there is only needed 
more activity, accompanied by less carping on the 
part of the public’s se: vants respecting the regula- 
tions of the new Code, to clear the Tombs of its 
surplus of prisoners and insure a sufficiently rapid 
discharge of the business of the court. It is a 
suggestive commentary upon the matter, however, 
that Warden Fixx, who was in no wise respon- 
sible: for the conditien of affairs noted in the 
prison, should be made apprehensive of inourring 
the displeasure of the court officials because the 
subiect came to the attention of nowspaper 


representatives, and through them reached the 
public.

Itis 
Lord CLaNDEBOYE, the eldest son of Lord Dur- 
FERIN, and so old and experienced a swimmer in 
these historic waters as Sir Patrick CoLQuHoUN 
declares that his feat is undoubtedly greater ;than 
Lord Byron’s. He accomplished it in a little more 
than one hour—about the same time that Lord 
Brron consumed—but he went from Therapla to 
Beicos, or from the European to the Asiatio 
shore, across . the -Bosphorus, while Brron 
swam down the current in the Hellespont, “ which 
isno feat at all.” By the course Lord CLANDE- 
BOYE took, the diraet swimming distance was three 
and one-half miles; by that which Lord Brron 
took it was about one mile, but Brron was car- 
ried by the strong currents so far out of his way 
that he really traversed nearly four English miles. 
Sir Parrick does not tell us if Lord CLanDEBOYE 
was interfered with by the currents, but the nat- 
ural supposition would be that he was, as they are 
almost constant there, though not so’strong as in 
the Hellespont; and yet, if that were the case, he 
must have gone more miles than Lord Brron 
and in shorier time. ‘The figures are a little 
confusing at best; but we nave Sir Parrick’s word 
for it that the newest feat was the greater, and 
that Byron’s was “ no feat at all.” Were Brron 
alive to hear this he would probably avenge the 
injury more than any assault that might be made 
on his genius or his good name. About three years 
ago was published in London, for the first time, a 
letter from him to his friend Hopason, in which, 
Dernaps, he expressed, as never before, the genuine 
pride this adventure gave him. “I shall begin by 
telling you,” he writes from Constantinople in 
1810, *‘ having only told it you :wice before, that I 
swam from Sestos to Abydos, I do this that you may 
be impressed with proper respect for me, the per- 
former; forI plume myself on this achievement 
more than I could possibly do on any kind of 
glory—political, poetical, or rhetorical.” If Lord 
CLANDEBOYE has really outdone the poet to 
the great extent which Sir Parrick says, 
Sir Parrick ought, at any rate, to have 
given a more definite explanation of it, 
| and Lord CuanpEesoyr we. shall hope now 
to hear from as having successfully crossed 
the more famous swimming water to the south- 
west. It has always been said that the great test 
of strength was not so much the mere swimming of 
the mile from Sestos to Abydos as the power to 
push ahead through the swift waters. Lord Cuan- 
DEBOYE, While swimming more miles than Lord 
Byron, may have had a much easier sea against 
him. This would make all the difference in the 


world.

Until Prof. Brooxs’s very elaborate re- 
searches were made on the American oyster we may 
be said to have been comparatively ignorant as to its 
methods of reproduction. The genera: conclusion 
arrived at by European scientific men was that 
oysters were hermaphrodites,' though Srrpoip 
seems to have differed from these authorities. 
Prof. Brooks has shown quite conclusively that 
American oysters are of both sexes, and that the 
ova of the female as they float through the water 
are impregnated just as fish-eggs are by the males; 
whereas, in the European oyster the young are 
apparently carried in the gills, Such is not the case 
with the American os/rea. To determine whether 
such important differences exist between oysters 
found on the American and on the European coast 
would be not only of great interest to science, but 
might explain why American seed oysters do not 
thrive in English waters. The very brilliant and ex- 
haustive studies on the American oyster made by 
Prof. Brooks have led others to examine the same 
subject, and Mr. Rrper has just laid before the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural Sciences a 
partial account of his results. When a thor- 
ough comparison is made between the Amer- 
ican and the European oyster, and both 
are placed side by side under the microscope, 
then only will there be positive proof of 
divergence, if such does really exist. For the pur- 

| pose, then, of studying these oysters, Mr. RrpzR 
wilt have to obtain English and French oysters, 
and Mr. E. G. Buackrorp has sent abroad for 
specimens. The fact that there are green oysters 
is quite well known, such mollusks being in great 
demandin Europe. Oysters of this color may be 
had on the Virginia coast, but they are not sought 
for. Quite a number of years ago this green color 
was shown to have been due toa peculiar green 
diatom, taken up in such quantity by tne oyster as 
tocolor the circulation. A green oyster is, then, 
quite as good as awhite one. Color in oysters 
varies very much. In the South there is a dark 
oyster, sometimes tinged with yellow and black, 
which is by no means unpalatable. While record- 
ing the possible novel shipment of oysters from 
abroad for experimental purposes, it may be men- 
tioned that American fish-culture has met witha 
loss inthe death of the gourami. Two of these 
fish were brought to this country. One died on 
the way, and the other, having lived about two 
weeks, was found dead, a day or two ago, in its 
globe. But the loss of these fish will by no means 
put anend tothe experiment of the introduction 
of the gourami., It is to be hoped that next year, 
‘+ when the warm weather sets in, M. CHARBONNIER 
will make other shipments, since it has been con- 
clusively shown that the gourami will stand a sea

During the last few years fungus has become 
a somewhat important export from New-Zealand, 


the quantity sent out having attained an average 
of some 200 tons, wortb, say, $40,009. Fungus is 
a generic term applied to a very large class of cryp- 
togamous or flowerless plants, comprehending toad- 
stools, mushroons, and all the microscopic plants 
! which form mold, mildew, &c. Many thousand 


species are known, but scientists are not quite 


agreed whether the cases of death from eating 
them are due to the fact that only a few out of the 
number are edible, or whether the factis that onlya 
few are noxious, but that the general similarity is 
such that the poisonous ones are quite easily mis- 
taken forthe harmless; it is also said that afew 
harmless fungi become poisonous when grown in 
particular localities. The exported New-Zealand 


fungus is a single kind, Hirneola polytricha 
mont, readily distinguishable by its coior. 
Its leaf is saucer-shaped, three to seven 
inches in diameter, dark reddish brown on the 
inside when dried, and gray on the outside. It is 
said that the odor of these plants distinguishes 
them for botanists, but their chief peculiarity is - 
their growth. They spring up, it is believed, by 
hundreds and thousands in}a night, being pro- 
duced, not from seed, but by a spawn which bears 
organs of fructification. Another peculiarity is 
that they absorb oxygen and give out carbonic 
acid, like animals, while other plants absorb the 
latter and give out the former. The commercial 
fungus of New-Zealand is found in the North 
Island, on various kinds of decayed timber, all 
the fungi, as is well known, favoring damp situa- 
tions. Nine-tenths of the Province of Taranaki, 80 
miles by 70 in extent, where it is found. is densely 
wooded. The plant is found in what are called 
new bush settlements, made by laboriously clear- 
ing. The branches are lopped off and burned; 
the trunks, resting on their own spurs and some-

times on scaffolds built for them to fall on, begin } 


to decay—not lying prone on the ground—and the 
fungus grows. It is prepared simply by letting it 
dry. China is its market, and it was at first bought 
up by collectors for a cent per pound, and sold 
in San Francisco for 15andin Hong Kong for 23. 
According to the Colonial Secretary of Hong Kong, 
the fungus is much prized there as a medicine, ad- 
ministered in the form of a decoction, to purify the 
blood; it has also been reported to be in use in 
China and Japan as a dye forsilks. But its prin- 
cipal use among the Chinese is as an article of food; 
it forms the principal ingredient in their favorite 
soup, for which it is highly regarded on account of 
its gelatinous qualities and its rich flavor.

‘ADDRESS OF THE HON. ROBERT C. WINTHROD 
BEFORE THE MASSACHUSETTS HISTORI« 
CAL SOCIETY. 

The Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, President of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, paid an elo- 
quent and feeling tribute to the memory of Dean 
Stanley, for 13 years an honorary member of the 
society, at its meeting in Boston on Thursday, 8th 
inst. Inclosing he said: 

“ How can I fail to allude, before concluding this 
imperfect notice, to the regard whicn he so uni- 
formly exhibited to our own land—ever seeking 
and ever finding opportunities of persona! kind. 
ness to Americans in England, and doing more 
than the most skillful diplomacy could do in 
strengthening the ties of friendship and good: 
will between the two nations? In the latest audk 
ble words which fell from his dying lips he is re: 
ported to have said: ‘Ihave labored amid many 
frailties and much weakness to make this insti« 
tution (Westminster Abbey) more and more the 
great centre of religious and national life in a 
truly liberal spirit.’ But, in the ‘administration o! 
that grand abbey, the national life of England 
was not alone considered. When it was opened 
by him, with the authority of the Queen, for the 
repose of the remains of George Peabody until 
their removal to Danvers, and again for the funeral 
of Bishop Mcllvaine, of Ohio, end when his pulpit 
was repeatedly occupied at his special request on a 
Fourth of July and on other days by more than 
one of our American clergymen, it was seen that 
his liberal spirit bad no local or territorial limi: 
tations. He delighted to the very last, as I have 
abundant reason to remember, in welcoming 
Americans to the Abbey, and in pointing out what- 
ever would be most interesting to them, opening ta 
them the far-famed Jerusalem chamber, and ro« 
ceiving them gladly under his own roof. 

** Nor can any of us forget the eager interest ha 
manifested during his recent tour in this couniry, 
in visiting Plymouth ‘Rock, in attending the two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of Salem, and in 
coming more than once to these historical rooms, 
The postscript to the last letter which I received 
from him, dated April 16. took pains to say: * Mr. 
Lowell is very popular, and presidesthis year at 
the Literary Fund.’ In that letter, however, he gava 
some indication of failing health when he said: 
“Ihave stood the hard Winter very well. Now 
that the iron hand of frost, snow, and east wind is 
withdrawn, I am a little relaxed.’ His tour iz 
America had served to dispel, in some degree, the 
depression produeed by the death of his devoted 
and charming wife. It happened that I was with 
him in Paris when she was first taken seriously ill, 
I recall a most interesting visit which I made with 
him to the famous Conciergerie,’ as a diversion 
from his cares, where we were admitted to the 
apartments from which Marie Antoinette was led 
out to execution, and where Robespierre was ai 
last imprisoned before his,own execution. I recal] 
the proof he incidentally gave me of his marvelous 
memory and readiness, when, chancing to allude 
to the celebrated memoirs of St. Simon, he seized 
& pen on my table and dashed off, in a hand more 
than usually legible for him, three or four pages of 
detailed references to passages in that extraordi 
nary work of at least 20 volumes, which were espe: 
cially worth reading. But the anxieties and ago- 
nies of the protracted and lingering iilness of Lady 
Augusta, in Paris and in London, with its fata! 
issue, prepared the way for his own too early de 
arture. He was only in his sixty-sixth year when 
e died, having been born in 1815. He was the son 
of the late Bishop of Norwich. who was of the fany 
ily of the Lords Stanley of Alderley, who descended 
from a common ancestor with the more famouf 
Stanleys, Earls of Derby. His wife was a sister 0’ 
the late Earl of Elgin, who was well known on thi 
side of the Atlantic as Governor-General of Can 
ada, and of Sir Frederick Bruce, the British Miniy 
ter who died suddenly in Boston in 1847.”

—WORKS WHERE ENGINES ARE BUILT 
—HOW CLOTHING EXTRAORDINARILY 
CHEAP IS MADE—EVIDENCES OF FREE 


TRADE STRENGTH—GLADSTONE AND A 
DEMONSTRATION, 

One hundred and ninety-six miles, with 
etoppages en route, in 4 hours and 37 minutes 
takes you from London to Leeds. You 
leave the platform of the Midland Rail- 
way at St. Pancsas, in the metropolis, 
at 3 in the afternoon; you are in Leeds 
almost to the second of the time adver- 
tised, 7:37. There are five or six trains to 
and fro during the day. The journey is an 
interesting one. Between town and village 
end mawufacturing centres there stretch wide 
areas of rural country. Itis in the last days 
of August, in this present Fall, about which I 
am writing. The country is a rich deep 
green; the sky gray to gloominess, with here 
and there breaks of light following fleeting 
storms. Much of the agricultural land seems 
to be grazing land. Where thereis wheat it 
is cut. You can see how the wind has blown 
the sheaves out of shape, and the rain has sod- 
dened them, for most of the districts through 
which the Midland express is flying the wheat 
barvest is far below the average. If 


have been an average, and in many cases more 
than a fair average, crop. The disappoint- 
ment is all the harder to bear that the good 
yield is spoiled at the mcment of reaping. 

** Ah,” says a country Squire, who gets into 
the car at Normanton,” it is allover with the 
harvest; farmers will have to shut up shop, 
unless Jimmy Lowther, the fair trade candi- 
date for Lincolmshire, and a few other good 
fellows take hold of things.”’

TYPICAL MANUFACTORIES, 
“Thank Heaven,” said Mr. T. Wemyss 
Reid, ‘‘ we are not afflicted with the reciproc- 
ity craze in Leeds.” 
Mr. Reid isa journalist whose experience is 
netropolitan as well as provincial. A writer 
of incisive English, he is a politician whose 


sonscientiousness lends power to his work.

He 
was my companion on the day following my 
trrival in Leeds on a tour of two typical man- 
afactories of the famous northern town. 

‘*Uniess youcan spend a few weeksin a 
town the best way to judge of the enterprise 
and ingenuity of its manufacturers is to take 
a couple of typical factories and let them stand 
as illustrations of the rest,’ said the practical 
aditor of the Mercury and author of ** Cabinet 
Portraits,” one of the best written series of po- 
litical sketches published during many years. 

i spent the day, therefore, at the steam plow 
and engineering works of Messrs. John Fowler 
& Co. and the oreing manufactory of Messrs. 
Jobn Barran & Sons, The first may be called the 
home of the steam plow, the second the latest 
development of the ready-made clothing trade. 
Mr. Greig, one of the chief partners of Fowler, 
is a friend of the Duke of Sutherland, who has 
for a long time spent $100,000 a year with the 
firm for agricultural machinery. Mr. Bar- 
rap, the head of the clothing works, is 
senior member of Parliament for Leeds 
ond in every respect a self-made man. 
Fowler’s works cover 12 acres of land, every 
inch of which is utilized. Itis not necessary 
thet Ishould describe them. I shail confine 
myself to a few notes of leading points. There 
is a small railway intersecting a portion of the 
works. It and = 6 locomotive are the inven- 
cion of the firm, They were exhibitedjat the 
Royal Agricultural Show in London, The 
Prince of Wales intrusted himself in the 
bands of the driver, and was carried about at 
the rate of 20 miles an bour. The railway is a 
useful and novel feature of the works. All 
the boilers of the engines here are made of 
steel, the flanged piates being made by 
bydraulic machinery. 

“‘ At Philadelphia these plates are made by 
hend,”’ said Mr. Greig, Jr. 

TY saw several plates made. and blocked for 
rivets at one operation by hydraulic pressure. 
The boilers used in the works are all self-feed- 
Ing, whereby one Man can manage es many as 
eight boilers of the largest size. Five miles of 
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steel rope per day for steam plows is the aver- 
age turnout. In the fouadry the furnace is 
in the centre of the shop, the metal can be 
tapped on each side, and the cupola is fed ir- 
side the building, the entire foundry being 
covered in, In one corner of the foundry they 
were making plowshares, The operation was 
conducted in a circle of molds; they were 
made, filled, and emptied in an endless round 
and round operation; ‘one set of men putin 
the sand and prepared the molds, another 
filled them, and another emptied them. 

‘““How many of these plowshares do you 
turn out in a day?” 

“A hundred dozen,” was the reply, 

‘*How do you pay the men employed in this 
department ?’ , 

“Piece work. It used to be day work. The 
men do better in every way at piece.”’ 

‘* What do they earn ?’ 

** About 10s, ($2 50) per day.” 

The “stock shed” is a remarkable feature. 
It contains 36,000 duplicates of every movable 
detail of Fowler’s engineering work, so that if 
a nut, or crank, or wheel, or any other part of 
One of their engines or machines breaks or is 
damaged, a telegram from any part of the 
world where the damaged implement may be 
commands a new piece to replace the broken 
one. There are machines here which cut up 
red-hot iron as easily as if the material were 
putty, and there are others which make bolts 
wita round heads all complete as fast as you 
can count them; one machine, more marvelous 
than the rest, makes bolts with six-sided heads. 

‘How many kinds of engines do you 
make ?”’ 

‘Well, we began, as you know,” answered 
Mr. Greig, Jr., with plows, ‘‘ but competition 
has forced us to turn our hands to other work. 
We make every kind of engine that is made 
under the sun, except gas engines ‘and very 
large marine engines.” 

‘* Do you export any to America ?’ 

“Once in a way, but very rarely. We can’t 
stand a duty of 45 per cent. against us.”

I observed many skeleton locomotives in 
stock—the foundations, as it were, of engines. 

‘We undertake to turn out any one of 
these, ready to go into the field and plow, 
within 48 hours,” said Mr. Greig, pointing out 
several which were already being fitted and 
would be finisked in that time. 

The average number of hands employed in 
these typical engineering works is 1,400. In 
every branch of the business is noticeable a 
perfection of the division of labor and the 
utilization of time. The beginnings of ma- 
chines, the commencements of great elaborate 
tools, can be seen and foljlowed to the last op- 
eration with the greatest ease, While the 
handy little locomotive, which is proving so 
useful to agriculturists, miners, and others, 
isa speciality of the Fowler works, close by 
the almost equally well-known works of the 
Messrs, Kitson are doing a new and active 
trade in another kind of locomotive—the street 
carengine. Going along one of ‘the principal 
streets of Leeds I met acar propelled by a loco- 
motive carriage. The steam horse was as 
silent in its motions as the car it drew behind 
it. There were no pufiing, nosteam, no smoke 
visible, and it seems to me that Kitsons, of 
Leeds, have solved a question in which the 
United States must be very deeply interested,

TRIUMPHS OF MACHINERY. 

“Yes, you may truly call Leedsa free trade 
city,” said Mr. Reid, as we drove to Messrs. 
Barran’s factory. ‘‘ Our chief statue, you see, 
emphasizes the fact.”

this floor. A novelty is introduced here, the 
invention of Mr. Barran, Jr., the shafts and 
wheels for driving are in the room underneath, 
a smail band coming through the floor to each 
machine, so that there is little or no noise, and 
the operators control and work their indi- 
vidual machines with ease and comfort. The 
roof of the building is divided into four spans, 
the north side of each being glazed with rough 
plate-glass. To quote a,technical descrip- 
tion, ‘*the floors are formed with 
rolied-in or transverse beams, supporting 
ll-inch by 4inch dressed longitudinal joists, 
5 feet centre, and the whole covered with 
3-inch planks withiron tongues, dressed on the 
under side, stained and varnished; the office 
walls are lined with pitch pine framing, and 
the ceilings have molded ribs and panels 
filled in with narrow V-jointed boards, All 
the joiner’s work 1s of pitch pine, stained and 
varnisbed.’”’ The building is heated with hot 
water. White glazed bricks are used for the in- 
terior walis of the basementand third floors. [ 
mention these architectural details particularly 
because this is the newest clothing factory in 
England, erected by the wealthiest clothing 
firm with a view to the perfection of the busi- 
ness, ‘ihe rooms are all light and airy; a 
good north Jight is secured for the room where 
clothes are stored, color being now an impor- 
tant factor in the trade. Some of the clothes 
which Mr. Barran showed me as cheap printed 
fabrics were as handsome in appearance as the 
tweeds they imitated, and some of them he 
assured me wear almost as well, while the cost 
was about one-half. dust as at Fowler’s you 
could follow the manufacture of an engine, so 
at Barran’s you can accompany a piece of cloth 
from the bale until it is ticketed and packed 
ready for delivery. As a Chicago hog goes 
into a Chicago pork factory an innocent, con- 
fiding grunter, to come out saited and packed 
as bacon for Europe, so a bale of cloth enters 
Barren’s at one door and is turned out at an- 
other in the shape of suits of clothes ready for 
expert to Australia, New-Zealand, Canada, 
and the Cape, or for transfer to the great 
ready-made stores of Lordoa, Manchester, 
Shefiield, Dublin, Glasgow, and other home 
cities.

It was madeof a serviceable 
cloth, and consisted of jacket and trousers. 
It was well sewed and braided—the braiding 
being ornamental. It was a neatly finished 
suit with buttons and all complete. ‘The 
price of the suit was 2s. 10d.—less 
than 75 cents! I suppose the retail price 
would be at a cheap store about $1 50, There 
were boys’ suits, jacket and knickerbockers, 
made of the best cloth and in the very best 
style, elaborately braided and with orna- 
mental buttons, at from 10s, to a pound—$2 50 
to $5. The United States has no clothing that 
I have ever seen at anywhere near these 
prices, 

This new clothing factory makes, on an 
average, 8,000 suits of clothes per week. It 
has over 300 machines of various kinds, special 
features of some of them the invention of the 
firm. Several of the machines are worked at 
the rate of 2,000 stitches a minute; over 1,500 
hands are employed. I was struck with the 
remarkable regularity and order of the place. 
Some of the girls are handsome types of North- 
ern beauty; but as we passed through their 
workrooms none of them raised their eyes 
from their benches. They appeared to be utter- 
ly unconscious of our presence. This is an un- 
usual experience in factories. I expect it is the 
result of special rules and regulations at 
Barran’s. The girls are a particularly respect- 
able-looking class of women, and every possi- 

le arrangement has been made for their com- 
fort, There was not one of them who could 
have sat for the sad, pale-faced heroine of 
Hood’s pathetic baliad, They looked 
healthy and contented.

MANY TRADES AND PROSPERITY. 

I found Mr. Spice, the intelligent Secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce, ready and will- 
ing to be interviewed, in spite of the novelty 
of the situation, for as Dr. Russell and his 


Duke informed the American reporters, ‘‘in- 
terviewing” is unknown from their point of 
view in England. 

** You are quite a free trading Chamber ?”’ 

‘* Ves, quite; we don’t believein protection.” 

‘* Yet you equally disbelieve in the proposed 
French treaty ?’ 

** We object to it, certainly. Leeds sent a 
petition to Parliament against it with 25,000 
good signatures to it.”’ 

“If you were suffering from hostile tariffs as 
much as Bradford does, you think you would 
be as strong in free trade ?”’ 

‘Perhaps not. Leeds is prosperous. The 
French treaty will hurt us if it is signed. Our 
staple trade, cloth, has been in a bad way for 
along time; but we have now such a variety 
of trades that we can afford to suffer in one 
or two departments. It is the many trades 
that command general prosperity.” 

‘* what do you consider your chief trades ?”’ 

“*T will tell you in what our strength chiefiy 
lies—we produce our raw material and we 
work it up. We get our own iron ore, we 
blast it, we make it into iron, and we manu- 
facture it, We dressour own wool and manu- 
facture it; we tan our own hides and manu- 
facture the leather; we cover all the processes 
of work. We have in the district of Leeds 
about 250 woolen and shoddy factories, em- 
ploying about 30,000 hands. Then we havea 
great ready-mzade clothing trade to use up all 
the cloth we don’t export. We have a large 
flax trade. Marshall’s is the biggest fiax- 
spinning factory in the world. This one firm 
employs over 2,000 people. Upward of 10,000 
men are occupiedin theiron trade. The leather 
business is a greatone. The largest tanneries 
inthe world are situated just outside Leeds, 
One firm tans from 700 to 900 hides a week. 
Our ready-made boot and shoe trade is enor- 
mous. When trade is good something like 70,- 
000 pairs of boots can be made here in a week. 
Quite recently a new line of work aitogether 
has sprung up in Leeds, the shoe rivet trade. I 
believe there are now at ieast 20 tons a month 
of iron and brass rivets ade in Leeds, There 
is, also, a large manufactory of horseshoe 
nails made by anew patent. So, you see, we 
area busy cormmunity.” 

** You are, indeed |” 

“The old ‘stuff’? trade of Leeds went to 
Bradford. Our ‘ cloth trade’ business has died 
out. Leeds manufacturers are now their own 
merchants.” 

Onreference to the Chamber of Commerce 
annual report I find that the Foreign Office 
encourage the members to hope tora moiifi- 
cation of the high duties of Spain and Portu- 
gal. It has been recently suggested in several 
English papers that if France does.not with- 
draw from her present hostile position Eng- 
land should transfer her enormous concessions 
as to wine and other duties to Spain and Por- 
tugal. A resentful appeal is made also to the 
Government to put an export duty on English 
coal and iron, which would literaily kill some of 
the greatest industries of France. But except 
in the columns of the Yorkshire Fost (anabiy 
conducted daily journal) and among a few 
sufferers in the cloth trade these seutiments 
of retaliation were not popular in Leeds. The 
Fost has had some telling articles on the 
subject, among them a _ series of pa- 
pers in reply to.Mongredin’s book on 
free trade, admirable for their sustained and 
logical demonstrations of the injury the pres- 
ent policy is inflicting on certain British man- 
ufactures which are obstructed by severe for- 
eign tariffs and enforcing the duty of retalia- 
tion in the interest of a genuine free trade, 
The Mercury does not repiy to these criticisms 
except by inference, Mr. Reid and Sir Edward 
Baines considering the new movement merely 
a transitory wave of error and misconception. 

Outside the sources of information which I 
have quoted there are scattered up and down 
statistical works a few items of information 
concerning the manufactures and institutions 
of Leeds which are worth recording. It is es- 
timated that the woolen industries turn out 
£6,000,000 to £7,000,000 ($30,000,000 to $35,- 
000,000) worth of goods a year. One flax fac- 
tory spins 70,000,000 yards per day on spindles 
which are valued at $500,000. At Smith, Bea- 
cock & Tennant’s Victoria Foundry there are 
86 cranes and hoists, and the works turn outa 
variety of machine tools weighing, some of 
them, 2 hundredweight, and‘others as much as 
90 tons, The foundry and shops stand on four 
acres of ground. Fairbairn’s engineering 
works are on an equally extensive scale; 
Fowler’s, as already shown, are on a still in- 
creasing scale, The Sheepscar Leather Works 
(one of several great establishments in this 
business) occupy 2 acres of land and 7 
acres of flooring, employ 300 to 400 people, 
and pay £18,000 to £20,000 a year wages. 
The Leeds Town Hall cost $750,000; the Royal 
Exchange was built at an expense of $300,000; 
the new Corn Exchange cost $130,000; the Phi- 
osophical Hall, $60,000; the Post Office, $30,- 
600. A new theatre was built herea few years 
ago, entailing an expenditure upon a limited 
liability company of $300,000. The town has 
other fine buildings, but the smoke of the local 
manufactories has begrimed the place and 
gives to it generally a dismal appearance, 
There are two handsome covered markets 
each of which was erected at an expense of 
$70,000. A new cloth hail was built a dozen 
years ago, for which the town paid $100,000, 
Within a comparatively few years some 
$500,000 has been spent on new bridges: and 
bridge improvements in the town. The 
public libraries and mechanics’ institutes 
are noteble establishments, and there is at 
Leeds generally every indication of intellectual 
activity and busy commercial life. It has six 
daily and weekly newspapers, the Mercury, 
(daily and Liberal,) the Yorkshire Post, (daily 
and Conservative,) the Hvening Kzapress, 
(Radical,) the Daily News, (Conservative,) 
the Leeds Zimes, (weekly and Liberal,) and 
the Yorkshire Independent, (weekly and Rad- 
ical.) The borough is represented in Parlia- 

nent by two Liberal members and one Ccn- 
servative. It elected Mr. Gladstone at tho 
general election in his absence, and then 
gave the seat to hisson. At the present mo- 
ment the Liberal Party is engaged in organiz- 
ing the greatest of modern political cemon- 
strations. During October the Premier will 
zo to Leeds to thank his friends for the honor 
they have conferred upou him and for a sec- 
ond time upon his son. The old cloths hall 
or market is to be covered to give the 
Premier an in-door reception, For this pur- 
pose alone $75,000 will be required. The cloth 
hall will then hold probably the largest assem- 
bly gathered together in recent years under 
one roof, outside the Crystal Palace in Lon- 
don. The occasion, it is not unlikely, will be 
converted into a ‘‘free trade’? demonstration— 
a counter-blast to the *‘ fair trade” triumph of 
‘Jimmy Lowther” in Lincolnshire, pon 
this question, from an Anglo-American-Leeds 
pont of view, I reserve an interesting inter- 
view, bristling with facts and figures, for my 
next paper. J. H.

Dusuin, Sept. 18.—The National League 
Convention yesterday decided to telegraph 
to Mrs. Garfield a resolution expressive of the 
sympathy of the Irish nation.

THE FRENCH IN NORTH AFRICA. 

THE BEY'’S ABDICATION TO BE URGED—A

A COMBINED MOVEMENT OF TROOPS AGAINST 
THEM TO BEGIN TO-DAY. 


San Francisco, Sept. 18.—A dispatch from 
Fort Thomas, Arizona, says that Bond, the South- 
ern Apache chief, came into the agency yesterday 
with some of Johlata’s band, but they do not seem 
to have any news of the hostiles. Sanchez is re- 


ported as being the leader of the hostiles. It is 
the opinion that some of the renegades hare 
broken from Cibicu and have come overon the 
Black River. Major McLellan, with L Company, 
crossed the Gila to-day, moving toward Fort 
Apache. Lieut. Bailey and his company, who left 


here late yesterday afternoon in pursuit of Indi- 
ans reported by two Mexicans to have run 
off sheep belonging to them, returned and 
reported having found the herd about 25 miles 
trom here, with no sjgns of Indians. Supplies are 
being pushed forward for Apache by the Atlantio 
and Pacific Railroad. Guards will be furnished for 
trains from New-Mexico, the road to Apacne from 
this point. via Rocky Cafion. being at present im- 
passable for freight trains. The report from Pres- 
cott about the Indians attacking a stage near 
Antelope, atter investigation, turns out to be false, 
us the attack appears to have béen made either by 
whites or Mexicans. Companies © and E, Twelfth 
Infantry, left here to-day for Ash Creek. 

Agent Tiffany arrived here to-day from San 
Carlos. He brought up two Indians who were 
present at Gen. Carr's fight on Cibien Creek, and 
who afterward came into the reservation. and 
were ordered to be put in irons and sent to Camp 
Thomas by Gen. Willcox. The Gearger band are 
reported to have all come into the reservation. 

A determined and combined movement will begin 
to morrow on the Apaches, Gen. Carr will ad- 


; vance with his command from Fort Apache to- 


ward Cibicu Creek. Price is ordered to advance 
from the west through Tonto Basin tothe same 
objective point. Sanford. with his command, pro- 
ceeds up the San Carlos River, opening communi- 
cation with Price on his left, and McLellan, with 
two companies of cavalry, on his right. This move- 
ment will result in the concentration,of the differ- 
ent commandgsin the Cibicu Creek and White River 
country, where the hostiles are believed to be in 
force, and news may be expected from that section 
soon. ‘* Mickey Free,” an Indian well known to 
all the old residents in Arizona, came inthis even- 
ing from the reservation. 

A dispatch from Tucson, Arizona, says the re- 
port that Eskiminzin, the Apache chief, took a 
jargeé quantity of arms and ammunition from that 
place when he returned to San Pedro, is con- 
tradicted on the best authority. Deputy Sheriff 
J. Brokon followed the chief a mile from town 
and examined his wagon, and found only three 
guns and a small amount of ammunition. Three 
companies of the Fourth Cxvalry, with all the 
stock and accoutrements, arrived at El Paso on 
Friday morning. They will leave immediately for 
Fort Wingate, and from there will proceed to Fort 
Apache. Four more companies arrived yesterday 
morning at El Paso, under Capt. Hoyle, bound for 
the same place. 

A dispatch from Fort Thomas, Arizona, says: 
Lieut. Kerr, Adjutant, Sixth Cavalry, arrived to- 
day from Fort Grant with 30 men en route to 
Fort Apache. He will cross the Gila to-night, 
Lieut. Mills left here this morningto join Major 
Saniord, commanding a battalion of the First Cav- 
alry. He wi!l command a company of scouts in Ma- 
jor Sanford’s command. Agent Tiffany, accom- 
panied by quite a number of Indians belone- 


ing to the agency, came in here last night 
for the purpose of consulting Gen. Wiicox 
regarding the renegades, Gen. Carr 


left Fort Apache to-day for Cibieu, with 12 officers 
and 182 mounted men, and a company of 
scouts under Lieut. Gacewood, Sixth Cavalry. 
Citizens are reported to be forming companies in 
the vicinity of St. Johns for mutual pretection. 
Gen. Wilcox, his Assistant Adjutant-General, Major 
Arnold and aide-de-camp, Capt. Haskell, have 
been working night and day, assisted by the com- 
manders of district and supply departments, 
organizing, planning, and directing this move- 
ment. It has been one of great labor. 
as the hostiles are intrenched in one of 
the most inaccessible positions in Arizona, 
surrounded by deep ravines. high mountains, and 
vafions, which make the fortifications of the 
savages Very secure.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 





The piano and organ factory of Daniel B. F. 
Beatty, at Washington, N. J., was reduced to ashes 
yesterday. The tire originated in the rubbing room, 
on the fourth floor. and was evidently caused by 
spontaneous combustion. The fiames spread 
rapidly through tne floor, burning the raiters, and 
as the roof fell he fire communicated to the lower 
floors and the entire building was quickly con- 
sumed. The town is without water supply, has no 
fire apparatus, and nothing could be done to stay 
the spread of the flames. From Beatty's factory 
the fire spread to the factory of the Star Parlor 
Organ Company, which was also entirely con- 
sumed. uch of the materiai on hand in the latter 
factory was saved. A number of drying and lum- 


ber houses: in the rear of, and belong- 
ing to, the Beatty factory were burned, 
together with a quantity of — lumber. 


Two double dwelling-houses adjoining the 
Beatty factory caught fire and were destroyed, 
but all of the household effects of the occupants 
were saved. It was only through the heroic efforts 
of a bucket brigade that the entire town was saved 
from destruction. Mayor Beatty’s stock and ma- 
terial are almost an entire loss. A large addition 
to his factory had just been completed. It is im- 
possible at present to ascertain correctly the losses 
and insurances, Mayor Beatty’s factory had a 
capacity of over 1,000 organs per month, and he 
employed between 400 and 500 men, A fire engine 
was telegraphed for to Phillipsburg, but it arrived 
too lateto be of any service beyond extingulshing 
the smoldering ruins. 


A fire in Pittsburg, Penn., yesterday morn- 
ing, about 2o'clock, totally destroyed Messrs. 
Jobnsen & Co.'s glassware house and a portion of 
Hays’s lumber-yard. on lourteenth-street, south 
side. The loss is estimated at $25,000, which ts 
fully covered byinsnrance. The fire originated in 
an oilshed. The buildings and stock were insured 
for $18,000, as follows: Commercial Union, of Eng- 
land, and American, of New-York, each $3,000; 
Scottish Union, $4,000; Union of Philadelphia, 
Winchester of New-York, National of Baltimore, 
and Metropole of France, each $2,000. 

A fire in the planing mill of Littlefield, 
Jones & Co., at East Boston, yesterday, 
caused a loss on the building of $2,000: on ma- 
chinery and stock, $6,650. Hobson & _ Field, 
box factory adjoining lose on stock and tools 
$1,000, and Hobson & Safford, molding mill in the 
same building, lose $1,3000. large engine 
which furnished the power to the mills was also 
damaged. The total loss will foot up $12,000, with 
an insurance of $13,000.

’» Coney Island yesterday gave very little evi- 
dence that the Summer season is rapidlv drawing 
to aclose, forfrom early afternoon until late in 
tho evening the various resorts were thronged 
with visitors, the number on the island being vari- 
ously estimated at from 20,000 to 30,000, The weath- 
erinthe morning did not promise well, and ar- 
rivals were comparatively few, but during the 
afternoon all the trains and boats were crowded 
to their utmost capacity. There was just enough 
breeze to make it delightfully cool and exhilarat- 
Ing, both on the water and on the island. The day 


was in many respects one of the most thoroughly 
enjoyable of the season. There was but little 
wind, but notwithstanding this fact the water 
‘was rougher and the surf heavier than on any 
day of the season when there was no storm 
prevailing. The best view of these breakers was 
obtained at Manhattan Beach, or at the sea-wall in 
front of the Oriental Hotel. Atthe former place 
the waves came in with such fury that, as they 
dashed against the wall and broke, the spray was 
thrown up in sheets toa height of from 12 to 15 
feet above the promenade. The high surf was the 
result of the severe storm of Thursday night last. 
The washout on the Marine Railway was repaired 
Saturday, and up to about 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon trains were running over the north 
track. The unusualy high tide, however, and 
the heavy breakers of yesterday not only undid all 
that had heen done in the way of repairs, but 
caused much additional damage by cutting out the 
sand of the road-bed, tearing away the planks 


of which the sea-wall was constructed as 
though they had been bits of shingle, and 
‘tossing about the .cedar boughs and the 


40 tons of stone packed into the breach. 
The managers of the company have decided to 
build all along the line of the road a wall, such as 
bas been constructed in front of the Oriental, of 
three rows of spiles, between which quantities of 
rock are snugly packed. This gives a sea-wail as 
safe and durable as one constructed entirely of 
Rranite. 

After breakfast is served this morning the 
Oriental Hotel will close its doors, and those of 
its 120 boarders who desire to stay longer at the 
island will move to the new quarters provided for 
them at the Manhattan Beach Hotel. Major A. 
C. Burnap, the genial manager of both these 
popular hostelries, will hereafter devote his 
entire time to the management of the 
Manhattan Beach Hotel. He says that the 
peason at the Oriental has been very profitabie, 
while the American plan of running the hotel 
adopted this year has given such satisfaction that 
it will be continued by him another year. The 
house has not been able to accommodate all the 
applicants for quarters, and the greatest trouble 
experienced has been in letting the smaller and 
cheaper rooms. At the Manhattan Beach Hotel 
there were 260 reguiar boarders on Sunday, 
and this number will of course be materially in- 
creased by the closing of the Oriental. No date 
bas been fixed forthe closing of the house, as it 
Will be kept open as long as there are patrons to be 
entertained. Speaking of catering to large num- 
bers of persons, the Major said that one Saturday 
night, when there was an unusually large throng 
st the island, between 2,300 and 2,400 persons were 
fed in three-quarters of an hour. This hotel will 
be undér Major Burnap’s management next sea- 
s0n. Gilmore’s band will remain at the beach 
throughout the present week at least, giving the 
usual afterncon and evening concerts. 

James H. Bresiin, proprietor of the Brighton 
Beach Hotel, said that his business has been all be 
could desire this Summer—the patronage better, 
nud the profits consequently larger than in any 
previous year. He will continue to manage the 
hotel next year, as his lease does not expire 
until 1883. Eastman & Hubels, formerly Cable's, at 
West Brighton Beach was closed for the season 
just night, but whether the present firm will man- 
age-it next year is not yet definitely settled. The 
patronage has been liberal, but the profits not over- 
wheimingly large. The Sea Beach Hotel is closed, 
and Tissington’s orchestra no longer holds forth 
there. At Paul Bauer's the season-has bean an ex- 
ceedingly profitable one. The smaller places will 
remain open as longas there is any business for 
them. The resorts at the western end of the island 
nre closed already, and there is no business and 
few visitors there. 

At the Iron Pier the report is that the Summer's 
business has been creater in the aggregate than 
last year, though there have been fewer of what 
imay be called good days—that, is when there was 


exceptionally liberal patronage. President 
Leon, of the Iron Steam-boat ‘and Pier 
Company, says the pier will not close until

VALUABLE HINTS TO HOUSEKREPERS CON- 
CERNING FRUITS AND VEGETABLES, 

% The supply of fruit in the market last week 
‘was not quite as large as was expected, but there 
Was no great scarcity of anything, and prices, al- 
though a little higher than during the previous 
week, were not markedly increased excepting for 
Bartlett pears, Peaches were quite abundact, and 
of an excellent quality, and sola very freely. There 
will be as many peaches sent to the market this 
week as during any previous week of the season. 
The prices for which they will sell will not 
be higher than usual, There were a few smocks 
grown in Delaware and Maryland this season. 
This is the yellow peach which is so popular 
for preserving and canning, and a lot of them— 
nearly all too green—were shipped here last weex. 


This week, however, they will be sent here in the 
proper condition for use. There will also be a 
considerable quantity of them from South Jersey, 
and pag rereys rnd desirous of preserving would Go 
well to have their pota and pans in readiness, as 
this fruit will in all probability be cheaper 
this week than at any other time this season. 
The white varieties used for preserving and 
canning purposes will be here next week 
from New-Jersey and a week later from along the 
North River. The North River peaches usually 
come along until the cold weather is considerably 
advanced, and not infrequently peaches have 
reached this market as lateas November. It isnot 
at all likely, however, that they will last so long 
this season, as the dry weather and excessive heat 
of September have had the effect of forcing the 
ripening, and in all probability the river crop will 
all be off fully two weeks earlier than usual. 

Pears will be very abundant this week, and all 
varieties, excepting very choice Seckels and Bart- 
letts will sell at very moderate prices. Almost any 
of the home varieties may be had for less than $2 50 

er barrel. The supply of Bartletts in the market 

ast week was very limited, and many barrels of 
them which were put into ice-houses the week pre- 
vious at extremely low prices were sold at very 
good profits. Pears which were put in the ice-house 
at a cost of less than $3 sold for upward of $5, 
and many barrels of nicely ripened Bartletts sold for 
upward of $7. These prices have all been reported 
to the country, and many hundred barrels which 
were held back by the growers becauss of the ex- 
tremely low prices prevailing are now being hur- 
ried to the markets, and an abundant supply of 
tully ripe Bartletts may be expected in this City to- 
morrow morning,together witha very tolerable sup- 
ply of firm, green Eastern Bartletts. Prices wil! do- 
cline to about $4 per barrei for good stock, wh Je + 
little higher figure will be obtained for fancy pears. 

Apples are searcer than it was expected they 
would be, and the foreign demand for this fruit, 
which is almost equal to the American demand for 
Italian oranges, maintains good prices for good 
firm apples. If there was no such demand apples 
would sell for no more than $1 50 to $2 per barrel, 
whereas from $2 to $2 50 and sometimes $3 per 
barrel is now obtained for apples that will stand 
shipping across the ocean, Not a very large 
crop of apples is expected this season from any 
other quarters than from Maryland and Virginia. 
In those States the varieties of apples grown 
do not keep very well, and consequently are 
rot very valuable. An exception is made, how- 
ever, in favor of one variety, the Albemarle pippins, 
which are grown iu the mountains of Virginia and 
brought down to shipping points in wagons at 
great expense. Several New-York firms of fruit- 
dealers have bought large quantities of this vaiwjety 
this season and will send all that are fit for ship- 
ment to England, where they are esteemed very 
highly, and conceded to be equaled in quality only 
by the celebrated Newtown pippin. 

There will be few quinces in the market this 
week, and these will be of little value on account 
of their greenness. The crop last season was the 
greatest ever known. Such a large crop is almost 
invariably followed by a short one, and this season 
will not prove an exception to the rule. Grapes are 
now and will be for a week or two more very 
abundant and cheap. They will not last as long 





as usual, as the very hot and dry weather has | 


ripened them ahead of the usual _ time, 
and they must of necessity he | forced 
on the market or converted into wine. 


The finest Concords will not sell for more than 6 
cents per pound, and even that price will be ob- 
tained only for very fancy grades. While tons of 
really fine Concord grapes will be sold this weex 
forless than 8 cents, Delawares will be sold for 
from 6to 8 cents, and will probably become scarce 
before the close of the week. A few Catawbas 
may come into the market this week. They will 
sell for about the same price as the Delawares. 

There will not be a great many plums excepting 
common mountain fruit and damsonsin the mar- 
ket this week. The green plums are nearly all 
picked and shipped. Damsons advanced in price 
last week to about $8 per barrel, but fell again to 
$6 on Saturday, and it is safe to promise a liberal 
supply during the early part of this week at $2 50 
per bushel or less. 

The vegetable market will be well supplied, but 
not in sufficient abundance to permit buyers to 
control it. Consequently, prices will be higher 
than at the corresponding time last season. Up- 
ward of 6,000 wagon loads of vegetables are 
brought into the market each week by the 1,500 
farmers in this vicinity, in addition to the very 
large quantity which arrives by boat and rail. 
The difference between buyers and sellers con- 
trolling the market makes the difference of fully $15 
per load, or about $90,000 per week. Such will be 
the condition of the vegetable market this week, 
that vegetables will cost families fully 25 per cent. 
more than et this time last year.

ILL-NATURED REMARKS ON BELLS. 





SOME OF THE MISERIES THEY ARE SAID TO 


LRING UPON LONDON PEOPLE, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Bells, especially church bells, ought to be 
very much obliged to poets. Hadit not been for 
them it is probable that the large class whom suf- 
fering has driven to submit the extensive and re- 
markable prerogatives ot those instruments to the 
cui bono test would by this time have made their | 
position much more unstable than itis. But the 
poets have gone on about bells in such a way that 
it is almost a sacrilege for plain people to question 
the unbounded benefits of bells, All sorts of bells 
have they glorified—matin belle, evening bells, vil- 
lage bells, convent bells, marriage bells, passing 
bells, even dinner bells. Of some of them they have 
stated that many a tale their music tells, of youth 
and hope, and that sweet time when last they heard 
their soothing chime, as they call it. Others they 
have praised for their soft musio, falling at in- 
tervals upon the ear in cadence sweet, if we are to 


believe them. They have lamented the fate of 
people who never heard the sound of the church- 
going bell, or sighed at the sound of a knell. Soft 
bells, pensive bells, sweet bells, and the like, is 
their general taik on thistopic. The bell invites 
me, says even Shakespeare—indirectly. As for the 
curfew, the tocsin, the alaruth, the triple bob- 


| major, and other varieties, their enthusiasm has 


known no bounds, and has occasionally led them 
to express themselves in terms which in their cooler 
moments they probably regretted. 

Without impeaching whatever charm there may 
be in the peal of a church bell floating up some 
rural valley amid sunshine and morning calm, it is 
undeniable that, in spite of poetry and sentiment, 
beils are in several ways an extremely afilictive in- 
stitution. Take any average city Sunday, for ex- 
ample, when it seems as if some privileged bell- 
fiend had given the order of “Ring out, wild bells, 
to the wild sky,” and the wild bells had taken him 
at his word. One poet has affirmed that when the 
bell strikes *‘one” we take no note of time. Per- 
haps; but we sare compelled to do it when 
the bell strikes not one, put one hundred, 
or one thonsand, and when one hundred or sev- 
eral hundred bells commence striking all together. 
Horrible is the result when note and clangor 
incalculable in number and diversity, from the 
boom of a Big Ben to the clatter of the meeting- 
house bell, are ina moment hurled upon the human 
tympanum in one discordant roar. Then is the 
time to realize the most excruciating form of the 
corruptio optimi pessima and jearu what sweet bells 
jangled out of tune cando. Invain has the tan- 
bark or the straw been spread upon the street and 
the knocker wrapped in the glove; the weary suf- 
ferer writhes upon his pillow as the tide of church 
din surges in upon his brain and fills every nerve 
with agony. 

And when it is remembered that the three flerce 
choruses of universal ** Ding-dong” that call the 
leisured and the healthy to forenoon, afternoon, 
and evening prayer are far from being all that 
inust be taken account of, but that from dawn to 
twilight almost every quarter of an hour is made 
doleful by some harsh and metal-throated solo 
rung out on one ecclesiastical pretext or another, 
whether with irritating slowness or harrowing 
rapidity, by some local tormentor, it may be under- 
stood in what sense Sunday is a day of rest to the 
invalid, the careworn, or the stay-at-home popula- 
tion. Woe betide the man, too, who dwelis within 
ear-shot of a cemetery. “Silence that dreadful 
| bell!” must often rise to his lips as he waits for the 

next blow of the hideous monotone that never 

stops, while the figure of that melancholy priest, in. 
his dingy surplice, endlessly reciting burial services 
over coffins that come and go, forces itself upon his 
imagination and makes centinuous thought or 
labor a turture or an impossibility. By what argu- 
ment can the Church justify itself for visiting the 
community with this plague of bells?
